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Selling of the Christmas season begins 


A Herald Staff report 


The Christmas crush begins today. 


Traditionally the best — If not the top — 
soiling day of the year, the day after 
Thanksgiving marks the unofficial start 
of holiday sales at stores in the North- 
west suburbs and throughout tho U.S. 


"I have the feeling that generally con- 


sumers are ready for Christmas like they 
haven't been for tho post several years," 
said Hugh Muncy, president of the Illi- 
nois Retail Mechants Assn. "They're 
looking for something to believe In." The 
holiday season will provide a welcome 
change from the frustration and con- 
fusion caused by worries about inflation, 
recession and Watergate, Muncy said. 


Cbnsumra are "shopping more care- 


fully, looking for bargains," ho contin- 
ued. Total retail sales will equal 1973 


Christmas season sales, he said. Muncy 
said the actual volume of sales may dip, 
If the impact of.inflation is taken into 
account. This is seconded by a recent 
V S. Dcpt. of Commerce survey that in- 
dicates U.S. retail sales increased a few 
percentage points above 1973 sales, yet 
the figures did not keep pace with the 
rate of inflation. 


ALTHOUGH RETAILER forecasts of 


holiday sales are mixed, there arc In- 
dications that some shoppers started 
scouting for Christmas gifts early this 
year. "Christmas business so far Is su- 
per," reports Jay Persln of Persin and 
Robbin Jewelers in Arlington Heights. 
Holiday shoppers, prompted by early 
Christmas advertising, are buying early. 


"The shopping season has started, but 


not with a bang," said Tillle Mcnshing, 


manager of the Lorraine-Anne women's 
dress shop in Arlington Heights. Lounge- 
wenr and sportswear will be the biggest 
holiday sellers, she said. 


"Everyone here Is quite bullish about 


the way things are going," said Harold 
Carlson, manager of the Randhurst Shop- 
ping Center In Mount Prospect. Today 
should be "our biggest people day," lie 
said. "I'm never sure if It's our biggest 
dollar volume day." Strong Novomlwr 
spies indicate good holiday traffic, he 
said, "and when shoppers find a bargain 
they're making a purchase." 


ItARGAIN HUNTERS wlU be looking 


for less expensive items this year in an 
effort to cope with rising costs, predicts 
Paul Trom, manager of the Treasury 
Store in Rolling Meadows. He views the 
trend as a booster .'or sales, "Maybe 
people who would normally shop at a 


more expensive store will come into our 
store," he said. "I would not expect 
people to buy less, but I do expect they 
will try to buy it less expensively " Sales 
of pocket calculators, jewelry, battery- 
operated toys, men's sport coats and 
women's sweaters and slacks are good, 
he said. 


Men's leisure suits, women's long- 


sleeved shirts and coordinated outfits are 
among the Items that should sell well 
during the season, predicts Sam Basofin, 
vice president and general merchandise 
m a n a g e r at Crawford's department 
store In Rolling Meadows. "We're plan- 
ning for a good Christmas," 
Basofin 


said "Economic conditions affect day-to- 
day spending, but people still spend on 
Christmas." Shoppers may buy fewer 
gift., or less expensive gifts to stretch 
their dollars further, he said.

Tho body of on unidentified man was 


found Thursday morning by a man walk- 
in; his dog along Portwine Road in the 
Potawotami Woods Forest Preserve near

Sheriffs Investigators worked Thurs- 


day afternoon to determine the circum- 
stances surrounding the death. 


Tho badly decomposed body was found 


shortly before 9 a.m. in a wooded area 
about 100 feet off Portwine Road and 
about ono block north of Dundee Road. 


Sat. Ray Voelkcr of the Sheriffs police 


said tho body was found about 100 feet 
Irom tho road In the Potawotami Woods. 
He Indicated there was no Immediate 
identification of the body available and 
that It would be difficult to determine the 
cause of death. 


OBSERVERS SAID THE body was 


partially burled and that only the shoul- 
ders and head were above ground. 


Police found a boot and several other 


articles of clothing near the body. A 
spokesman far tho county morgue also 
said that a set of upper teeth were found 
by police. 


Identification also will be hampered by 


the fact that parts of the body had been 
eaten by animals, police said. 


Sheriffs Investigator Warren Shwartz" 


has been assigned to investigate the In- 
cident. Crime lab technicians were going 
over the scene searching for possible 
clues Thursday afternoon.. 


Wheeling Police and Sherlff'a in- 


vestigators said they had no reason to 
believe the body was that of any local 
resident.

You are dying into John F. Kennedy 


Airport so your luggage is tagged JFK, 
and for Honolulu's airport it is HNL and 
so the logical making for O'Hare Airport 
is ORD. 


What is ORD? Few people know and 


few.seem to notice when it's on their 
baggage. All the taveler apparently is 
worried about Is getting to O'Hare with 
baggage close behind. , 


Several travelers interviewed by The 


Herald in the bustling domestic terminal 
at O'Hare this week said they had never. 
really worried about their bags winding 
up somewhere other than Chicago with 
"ORD" tags. Most said they assumed the 
letters somehow identify the airport and 
stand for something, but few could even 
guess what. 


ONE CAREEU Air Force enlisted 


man, accustomed to cryptic military no- 
menclature, said he had flown into 
O'Hare many times during his 24-year 
stint in the service but never thought 
much about the "ORD" designation. 


"I always just thought it stood for 'or- 


dinary,' you know, not military," he 
said. His explanation for the tousands of 
other "ordinary" airports in the country 
was "This one's the biggest, isn't it?" 


A few travelers came up with the right 


answer to the ORD question, but for the 
most part, airline personnel seem to be 
the only ones generally familiar with the 
rc&son for the call letters. 


The designation actually originated 


long before jumbo jets" came on the 
scene and before O'Hare became the 
busiest "ordinary" airport not only In 
the country, but in the world. 


BACK WHEN O'Hare was little more 


than a small landing strip for Douglas 
Aircraft Co. and the military, It was 
known as "Orchard Place Airport." 


cUntied Airlines 
ORD 
CHICAGO-O'HABE INT'L 


After World War II, the airstrip and 


adjacent property was purchased by the 
City of Chicago and renamed in 1949 in 
honor of the late Lt. Coradr. Edward H. 
(Butch) O'Hare a young Naval hero from 
Chicago.

In the same way that the "ORD" des- 


ignation is puzzling to anyone who does 
not know the history of O'Hare, there are 
call letters for many other major U.S. 
airports that appear mysterious, at least 
on the surface. 


For example, the Los Angeles airport 


is identified with the letters "LAX." That 
could be because a Las Vegas airport is 
designated with "LAS," but it is hard to 
say. 


The New Orleans airport has the desig- 


nation "MSY," and Dulles Airport in 
Washington, D.C., is known by "IAD." 


Fortunately, some designations arc en- 


tirely clear such as "DEN" for Denver, 
"MSP" for Minneapolis and "ATL" for 
Atlanta. 


When New York's Idlewild Airport was 


renamed after John F. Kennedy, the call 
letters were changed to the logical 
"JFK." 


ASKED WHY THE "ORD" designation 


was kept when O'Hare was renamed, one 
man said ho thought the call letters were 
w e l l known and close enough to 
"O'Hare" to be retained. 


Airline personnel, including steward- 


esses, passenger service representatives 
and reservations clerks are generally re- 
quired to memorize at least some desig- 
nations for major airports as part of 
their training. For example, steward- 
esses for several companies are tested 
each year over the designations of the 
airports served by their airline. 


One airport information clerk said she 


has occasionally been asked about the 
meaning of the "ORD" designation, but 
most people seem to be unconcerned 
about the O'Hare call letters or the des- 
ignations used for other airfields. 


"I guess people just figure the airlines 


know what they're doing," she said. 


A baggage man, who said he has been 


working at O'Hare since 1950 and has 
never been questioned about the airport's 
call letters, offered a reasonable ex- 
planation for the lack of interest at least 
in the "ORD" designation. 


"They see their stuff is here so what's 


the difference what's on the tag?" he 
asked. "Sure, baggage gets lost some- 
times, but it's usually here when they get 
here. That's all tney care about." 


Family groups, elderly, servicemen 
Holiday travelers—you meet 
all kinds at O'Hare Airport 


On an ordinary Thursday moring, 


O'Haro Airport is filled with busi- 
nessmen and salesmen with attache 
cases. 


But on Thanksgiving morning, the 


airport takes on a different feeling. 
While not as crowded as during the 
Christmas rush, the terminals are 
nevertheless the temporary destina- 
tion of family groups and the elderly, 
most of them already dressed for a 
festive Thanksgiving dinner. 


"It's during tho holidays that wo 


get people who don't fly at any other 
time of tho year," a woman at an 
information desk across from tho 
United Airlines ticket counter said 
Thursday as she directed an elderly 
couplo to their gate. 


Airline employes working on tho 


holiday were unable to estimate 
whether the number of passengers 
flying was down in this year of 
double-digit inflation. "I guess it 
probably is," a ticket agent for 
United said. "But It doesn't seem 
like we're that much less busy than 
last year."

THE SCENE in the airport termin- 


als was relatively relaxed, probably 
partly because planes were arriving 
and departing on time in the clear, 
crisp cold weather. 


Children, most dressed in "Sunday 


best" scurried about the terminal, 
sometimes prompting their parents 
to tell them to "get off the floor, 
you'll get your clothes dirty." 


Servicemen on leave also were 


much In evidence on Thanksgiving 
morning. Many paused to talk to sev- 
eral representatives of a religious or- 
ganization who greeted them with 
"Hello, brother. How's the service 
these days?" 


The airport Itself showed few signs 


of the Thanksgiving holiday except 
far the headlines on the newspapers 
in the vending machines. 


Instead, the airport was already 


decorated with wreaths and holly, 
signs that will serve to remind pas- 
sengers caught in the Inevitable 
Christmas rush a month from now 
what holiday they are preparing to 
celebrate.

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The trans-Alaska pipeline ... 
On schedule for mid-1977 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Late In 1973, five yean after 


discovery of huge new oil reserves on Alaska's Arctic coast, 
Congress voted overwhelmingly to allow private construction 
of • S3 billion pipeline to carry the oil 789 miles to Ice-free 
port* for shipment to West Coast refineries. 


President Nixon signed the bill Into law three days later, on 


Nov. 16. 


Environmentalists fought the trans-Alaska pipeline vigor- 


ously, charging It would destroy the delicate ecological bal- 
ance of the unspoiled Alaskan tundra. But the Arab oil em- 
bargo triggered by the October, 1973, war with Israel dashed 
their hopes of stalling construction In Congress and the 
courts. 


The way was cleared for construction of the 48-inch pipeline. 


from Prudhoe Bay, across the tundra, over the Yukon River 
and through two mountain ranges to the port of Valdcz, 


where tankers would carry the oil to refineries in California 
and Washington state. 


The oil companies promised the pipeline would be operating 


by mid-1977 and would retch full capacity of 2 million barrels 
a day —10 per cent of U.S. needs — by 1980. 


Today, the pipe ties stacked In the frigid Alaskan wilder- 


ness waiting to be laid, and the estimated cost has risen from 
$3 billion to nearly $5 billion. But the Alyeska Pipeline Ser- 
vice Co.,'the construction firm formed by the oil companies, 
says the project is right on schedule or slightly ahead. 


The most visible evidence of progress is a new, 360-mile, 


allweatber road stretching from the Yukon River to Prudhoe 
Bay, built in five months by 3,400 men working from both 
ends. Completed In September, It allows the start on the pipe- 
line Itself. Actual laying of pipe Is to begin next spring. If all 
goes well, Alyeska says, oil will start flowing toward the 
continental United States two years later. 
Port Valdez, an ice free fiord where tankers will load oil.

problems. Gregory carried a sign showing Secretary of Agri- 
culture Earl Butz as the head of a turkey. Gregory sold he 
expected to bo arrested for demonstrating without a permit. 


Pioneer 1 1 speeds closer to Jupiter 


Viewing Jupiter from an angle never seen before, Pioneer 


11 stepped up Its picture taking and light measurements 
Thursday as it sped ever closer to the giant planet. The un- 
manned spacecraft was sweeping up from below Jupiter for 
its close approach Monday night under Jupiter's South Polo. 
Then it will whip around for tho first exploration of Saturn, 2.5 
billion miles, and five years away.

Waldheim hopeful of new Mideast talks 
U. N. Secretory General Kurt Waldheim left the Mideast 


Thursday, hopeful of a resumption of political talks after the 
Security council renews the U. N. peace-keeping mandate on 
tho Syrian-Israeli front for another six months. In London, 
meanwhile, the .Soviet Union has counseled Palestine Liber- 
ation Organization leader Yasser Arafat to back down from 
his demands for a Palestinian state that would eliminate 
Israel. 


Push terrorism prevention bill in Britain 
The British government urged Parliament Thursday to ap- 


prove "with determination and reasonable expedition" emer- 
gency legislation outlawing the Irish Republican Army. Scot- 
land Yard told the public to beware of reprisal bombings. 
Homo Secretary Roy Jenkins, warning the fight to stop ter- 
rorism in Britain "may not be short," launched what ap- 
peared to bo a marathon session on the "Prevention of Ter- 
rorism" bill. Tho government hopes the bill will become law 
by Friday night. 


Cyclone batters Bangladesh coast 


A severe cyclone battered the southeast coast of Bangla- 


desh Thursday with 00 mlle-an-hour winds and 10-foot tidal 
waves, heavily damaging part of the famine wracked nation's 
rico crop. Preliminary reports said five persons died In the 
storm which submerged low lying areas on the southeast 
coast near tho port of Chlttagong and off-shore islands. 
Houses also were destroyed or damaged and communications 
lines cut. 


Confusion breaks up march In Saigon 


Roman Catholic opponents of President Nguyen Van Thleu 


foiled to muster strength for a march through downtown Sal- 
gen Thursday, and broke up in confusion because of police 
precautions, including barbed wire barricades around two 
churchyard mustering points. When some protestors were 
contained, they showered police with stones. Police retaliated 
by shooting pieces of wire from slingshots at the crowd.

.A. Kissinger, Brock suggested that the 
State Department try to eliminate this 
tax, which has particularly raised oil 
costs of Americans who live in the north- 
ern states. As a "bargaining chip," 
Brock suggested taxing or restricting Ca- 
nadian oil in pipelines that cross the 
United States. 


Brock said he was "asking that this 


government act to protect American con-' 
sumers from what we feel is a dis- 
criminatory tax by the Canadian govern- 


Selassie saved 
by his fortune

ADDIS ABABA (UPI) - Deposed Em- 


peror Halle Selassie traded part of his 
huge fortune for his life, diplomatic 
sources said Thursday. 


The deal between the 82-year-old for- 


mer absolute monarch saved him from 
being among victims of a mass execution 
last weekend. 


The diplomats said Selassie signed a 


document authorizing transfer to Eth- 
iopia of part of his personal fortune in 
Swiss banks, estimated at millions of dol- 
lars. Details of the transfer arc being 
worked out between Ethiopian and Swiss 
diplomats. 


Politburo OKs 
arms agreement 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Tho Soviet Union's 


ruling Politburo has given its formal 
approval tb the results of the Soviet- 
American summit near Vladivostok, the 
Tass nows agency sold Thursday.

Meanwhile, in Vienna,'experts of the 


major oil exporting countries Thursday 
recommended holding oil prices 'at the 
current level and fixing future prices for 
longer periods than before for the sake of 
economic stability. 


A delegate to OPEC said that the hold- 


the-line stand on prices would be "for a 
longer period" than the usual quarterly 
price-fixing. But he said the period would 
be decided by OPEC's oil ministers. 


The experts also agreed on the outline 


of a new pricing system aimed at pro- 
tecting consumers from price fluctua- 
tions and manipulation by the oil com- 
panies. 


The recommendations will be sub- 


mitted for approval by ministers of the 
13 OPEC countries scheduled to meet 
Dec. 12 in Vienna.

GOP losers claim Ford has cold shoulder 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Defeated Re- 


publican congressmen and their aides 
ore going to the White House for Jobs but 
feel President Ford is giving them the 
cold shoulder, congressional informants 
said Thursday. 
. About 25 GOP congressmen who lost 
their seats to Democrats on Nov. 5 and 
about 50 of their administrative assist- 
ants ore Job hunting. Aides say that with- 
in a few months, Ford will shake up the 
Cabinet ho inherited from Richard M. 
Nixon. 


Said John W. Hushen, Ford's deputy 


press secretary: "We are trying to be of 
assistance where we can, but there is no 
mandatory placement program for de- 
feated congressmen." 


Some congressional aides went to the 


White House recently to discuss possible 
presidential appointments. Instead of 
seeing William Walker, head of White 
House personnel, the sources said, "they 
were shunted off to two of Walker's un- 
derlings." 


The aides asked about the "Job bank," 


a highly publicized computer list of ad- 
ministration openings. They were told it 
had been sent to Nixon in San Clcmentc, 
Calif. 


The informants say Ford has not called 


his former colleagues personally to offer 
any positions "or consolation." They said 
President Lyndon B. Johnson "did a lot 
of calling and at least stroked" the losers 
after the 1966 Democratic setback. 


"They have an 'I don't give a damn* 


attitude," said one congressional aide. 
"Tho people who carried water for the 
GOP elephant won't be around if Ford 
wants to win an election in two years. If 
Ford lets the men experienced in politics 
go down the drain there won't be anyone 
to help him." 


Meanwhile, there were reports In 


Washington that Sen. Peter H. Dominick, 
IWtolo., defeated for re-election, would 
be named Health, Education and Welfare 
secretary, succeeding Caspar P. Wein- 
berger, and that Housing Secretary 
James T. Lynn is expected to become 
director of the Office of Management and 
Budget, succeeding Roy Ash who will 
leave by the end of the year.

Inflation and recession... shadows lengthen in Europe 


by JOSEPH FLEMING 


BRUSSELS (UPI) - "It took Genghis 


Khan years of rape and pillage to 
achieve the chaos to which Inflation has 
brought the world's economics by stealth 
In a bare IB months." 


That is the way the Economist maga- 


zine of London described Europe's beset 
condition, a compound of Inflation, bal- 
ance of payment deficits and all the oth- 
er economic,- financial and social dis- 
tortions caused by the quadrupling of 
world oil prices. 


Not since the great prewar Depression 


has fear of economic disaster been so 
widespread. Bankers, Industrialists, poli- 
ticians and technicians and workers are 
rattled. 


"The world's current crisis Is a 'last- 


Ing one," French President Valery GIs- 
card d'Estalng told a news conference. 
He said the world may be heading for an 
economic catastrophe. 


Mikhail Suslov, the Soviet Union's top 


Ideologist, stated that the crisis, which 
the Kremlin views without great dis- 
pleasure, had strengthened the Commu- 
nists in the West: "The number of unem- 
ployed Is growing, the life of the working 
people is becoming harder, their uncer- 
tainty of tomorrow is growing and the 
entire system Is bursting Its seams." 


Thousands have lost Jobs. Unemploy- 


ment is Increasing in West Germany, 
Britain, France, the Netherlands, Bel- 
gium and Ireland. The Swiss govern- 
ment, however, reported only 78 persons 
unemployed. 


In West Germany 702,000 were out of 


work, and five leading West German eco- 
n o m i c research institutes predicted 
unemployment would increase to one 
million this winter. 


Italian Labor Minister Luigi Bertoldi 


said unemployment in Italy may reach 
two million next year. 
' All over the Industrial West prices have 
soared.. Economists are baffled and di- 
vided on how to solve the problem. 


The inflation rate ranges from 7 per 


cent in West Germany, the lowest of all 
Industrial nations, to 23.6 per cent in Ja- 
pan; 24.6 per cent in Italy; 33 per cent In 
Greece and 40 per cent in Israel. 


At the center of the problem is the 


fourfold Increase in crude oil prices lm>- 
posed in the past year by the Organiza- 


tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries. 


West Germany's five largest indepen- 


dent economic research Institutes said in 
a report they do not anticipate a world- 
wide recession, unless nations take harsh 
protectionist measures against Imports. 


The report said that Japan, West Ger-. 


many and the, United States — where the 
economic downswing started — would re- 
cover soonest and spur an economic up- 
swing in other nations. 


This conclusion is not universally ac- 


cepted. 


Emile van Lennep,' secretary general 


of the Organization for Economic Coop- 
eration and Development, said forecasts 
• of a slow upturn may be wrong; the risk 
of a depression has to be accepted in or- 
der to stop Inflation.''. 


Economically robust-nations fear the ef- 


fects of a general recession. "There are 
no signs of a recession in Holland," said 
Dutch Finance Minister Wim Duisen- 
berg, "but uVwould be impossible for this 
country to escape a worldwide reces- 
sion." 


"The Belgian economy in the long run 


cannot escape the malaise now besetting 
all western industrial nations, especially 
because a large part of output Is export- 
ed," said the Belgian Economic Min- 
istry. 


Many French businesses are going 


bankrupt or reporting losses. The bank- 
ruptcy figure for July was 3,556 com- 
pared with 2,861 in July, 1973. 
^The Italian firm Fiat has cut produc- 
tion by 200,000 cars and put 71,000 work- 
ers on a three-day week. 


In West Germany, Volkswagen laid off 


49,000 of its 118,000 work force for eight 
weeks. Daimler Benx laid off for one 
week about one-fourth of Its truck and 
tractor workers. 


Britain, trying to keep prices down, is 


subsidizing many foodstuffs. Bread is 
subsidized and so is cheese. A cheese 
sandwich that cost 25 cents a year ago 
now is 39 cents. 


The Oct. 10 general election, Britain's 


second in seven months, was a referen- 
dum on inflation and the economy. Labo- 
nte Harold Wilson won because voters 
feU he could manage things better than 
Conservative Edward Heath. 


Wilson's victory, according to colum- 


nist Bernard Levin, means that Britons 
"will keep our beads above water this 
winter. Then we shall drown."

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Road project coming through 
Homeowner awaits the bulldozer 


by BETTY tEE 


Wheeling resident Walter Schneck has 


been hearing rumors for yean about a 
Lake-Cook Road project that would elim- 
inate his home. Thinking that he lived 
far enough away from the road, Schneck 
paid no heed. "We weren't on the county 
line (Lake-Cook Road), so I didn't wor- 
ry." ho said. 


The talk is no longer rumor because 


the Cook County Highway Dept. has 
planned the project, routing the roadway 
from Highland Park, through Wheeling 
and Buffalo Grove, and on to Harrington. 


This time Schncck's property is affect- 


ed because It lie* between McHcnry and 
Buffalo Grove- roads, right where the 
road Is to be expanded and extended. 


"We dislike losing our home, but in 


reality that's Impossible," Schneck said. 
"You can't stop a road from coming 
through. So the second best thing would 
be to keep the house until the last min- 
ute." 


THE COUNTY HAS already made an 


offer to buy the property, but Schneck 
says he wants to keep the house until he 
retires in 1978. 


The reason Is not so much sentiment 


as It Is practicality: Schneck docs not 
want to move unnecessarily because of 
the high mortgage and moving rates. Ho 
wants to save for a possible major move 
when he retires. 


Schneck, who has lived In the house for 


more than 25 years, contends that road 
construction Invariably gets delayed. "If 
tiey take our home now, the house can 
sit here for two or three years," ho said. 
"I think they're too quick to want to grab 
It." 


The county, however, has something 


else In mind. Officials say that construc- 
tion In the Wheeling and Buffalo Grovo 
area will start around August next year. 
Completion of that road segment will 
probably bo finished in IV, years, offi- 
cials said. 


CURRENTLY THE project Is centered 


between Waukegan and Skokie and con- 
struction will shift westward, officials 
Mid. 


Schneck came to the Northwest area 


from Chicago in IMS and built the house

himself. Using his carpentry skills, he 
constructed the home with the best mate- 
rials he could afford and Installed other 
extras such as an oversized furnace and 
good well system. 


Schneck said he has heard of the Lake- 


Cook Road project for many years. Be- 
cause of the constant changing of plans, 
Schneck said he became less concerned 
as time passed. 


"WE BUILT THIS homo with the in- 


tention of staying," he said. He, his wife 
and two children live there. "My wife's 
parents go to St. Mary's Church, just up 
the road," he said. "We go there, too." 


"Right now I wouldn't know where to 


go if I bad to move," he said. "It would 
have to be in the community because of 
my job. 


"I didn't say that I won't move ... I 


will," he said. "But I hope they (high- 
way officials) look at it with a more rea- 
listic attitude. I just want them to leave 
me alone until they know for sure when 
the project Is coming through." 


Schneck has just sent a letter to the 


highway department, asking them to dis- 
cuss the problem further. "There's noth- 
ing to do right now, except to wait," he 
said. 


Panel urges hitting MSD move 
Palatine weighs court fight 
for inclusion in tunnel plan 


Palatine officials are preparing for a 


court battle to block the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District's plans to exclude tho 
village from a massive tunnel and reser- 
voir plan. 


The flood committee decided Tuesday 


to recommend the village take whatever 
stops necessary to force the MSD to put 
Palatine back Into the tunnel and reser- 
voir plan. If Palatine Is excluded, village 
taxpayers likely would pay much of the 
cost of a separate project 


"They can't exclude us from tho deep, 


tunnel and still say we are part of tho 
MSD. They must treat us fairly," said 
Trustee Robert J. Guss Jr., committee 
chairman. 


The tunnel and reservoir system is de- 


signed to solve flooding and water pollu- 
tion problems by building reservoirs and 
digging deep tunnels. MSD officials voted 
In October to exclude Palatine from the 
deep tunnel plan because it was not the 
most cost effective solution to tho vil- 
lage's flooding and water pollution prob- 
lems. 


MSD OFFICIALS have suggested that 


Palatine solve its problems by separa- 
ting nearly 1,000 acres of combined sew- 
ers in tho older sections of the village. 
Tho cost of separating the sewers Is esti- 
mated by MSD officials at between $11.1 
million and 112.7 million but Palatine of- 


ficials say it could run anywhere from 
120 million to $100 million. 


Palatine officials feel the MSD has a 


responsibility to solve tho village's prob- 
lems since it is solving tho problems of 
neighboring Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Des Plaines. 


The only cost village officials are will- 


Ing to pay is for providing hydraulic re- 
lief of tho existing combined sewers to 
hook in with tho proposed deep tunnel. 


WALTER HODEL of Consoer and 


Townsend and Associates, village engi- 
neering consultants, has estimated the 
cost of the hydraulic relief of tho existing 
system at $9.7 million. Hodel said state 
or federal funds might be available to 
pay partially for this expense. 


Guss has suggested tho village take 


Hodel's report to the MSD board and de- 
mand the MSD pay any costs In excess 
of $9.7 million to solve Palatine's prob- 
lems on the basis of equity. Any court 
action over tho matter would bo based on 
the Inequity of excluding Palatine from 
the deep tunnel system but continuing to 
charge the village MSD taxes. 


Village Mgr. Anton H. Harwig also has 


suggested the village could use its politi- 
cal power to object to any reversal of the 
Environmental Protection Agency's re- 
quirement of a users-charge fee instead 
of real estate tax. If the users-charge fee 


system Is maintained as a requirement 
for a federal grant the MSD would be 
forced to Install separate meters on sani- 
tary sewer lines from every home in the 
Hlstrlct. 


IF MSD officials continue to maintain 


separation of Palatine's combined sewer 
system is the most cost effective method 
to handle the village's water and sewer 
problems, the village will ask the district 
to pay for all costs In excess of the $9.7 
million. The village will also ask MSD to 
pay .for. the maintenance of a separate 
sewer system. 


Tho flood committee will make Its rec- 


ommendations to the village board on 
Monday where a path of action will be 
developed to attempt to get Palatine 
bock in tho deep tunnel system. 


Trustee Bryan P. Coughlin Jr. has sug- 


gested that regardless of the MSD deci- 
sion steps should be taken by the village 
to make property owners In the central 
business district pay their share of any 
improvements of the sewer system as 
part of the redevelopment. 


The central business district covers ap- 


proximately one-third of the area now 
served by combined sewers. The irregu- 
larly shaped area is bounded roughly by 
Northwest Highway on the north, Gilbert 
Street on the south, Cedar Street on the 
west and Rohlwlng Road on the east.

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Wineseller out to spread holiday cheer

. Ha munches on cheese and crackers 
with Mtisfhctlon, talks about the ro- 
mance of fine wines and readies baskets 
of Scotch and gourmet goodies for holi- 
day giving. 


"1 wish I was 21 years old and knew 


what 1 know now," says A. (Dobby) Dob- 
kin, rubbing his hands together. "I really 
think the wine business has Just begun." 


Dobkln, a co-owner of World Wide Li- 


quors In Palatine, Is hopeful In the face 
ol a bumpy sales year for the wine In- 
dustry. Few customers are willing to 
•hell out more than five bucks for a 
bottle. "I don't know If It's the economy 
or what," Dobkln said. Wine sales are 
fair this year, following several boom 
•ales yean. And the prices — from a 
dime to two bucks a bottle, the cost of 
package liquors has taken an unusual up- 
ward swing. 


"You have to be flexible," Dobkln said. 


"Thero la no such thing as a predictable 
customer." 
He confides, "If you're 


smart, you don't get stuck with any- 
thing." 


DOBKIN IS counting on a nose for 


what the customers want to carry his 
business through the current economic 
•lump. "In our business, the whole thing 
Is In the last two months of the year," ho 
•aid. 


So there wilt be a variety of price 


ranges for holiday gifts this year — 
packages of cheese and wine, gourmet 
foods and cookwarc. "In the long run, If 
people are staying at home more to en- 
tertain and stretch their dollars, they 
may end up buying more from us," Dob- 
kln said. "This Is the market we're look- 
Ing at." 


He says the shakcout in the wine In- 


dustry Is good for everyone. Starting In 
1040 and 1070, n horde of new customers 
started coming Into the market to buy 
the "pop" wines. Selling the less ex- 
.pensive wines was good for business 
then, Dobkln says. But now the fledgling 
~wlno drinkers — many of them young 
.'people — are changing their taste to bet- 
ter wines. 


"Price Is Important. Even more Impor- 


tant Is knowledge," Dobkln jald. When 
-"ho talks about a soft, full-bodied Bor- 
"deaux wine, he may mention the good 
.years, the price a customer should ox- 
.pect to pay and several comparable 
•wines. 


"THIS IS WHERE the romance comes 


• In, I can picture tho chateau where It Is 
"mado, most of the people there," said 
; Dobkln, an occasional visitor to the wine- 
producing regions of Europe. Ho speaks 
of wine as a living thing. "Wine needs a 
•'chance to rest and become acclimated," 
.he said. Crushed In childhood, and bowll- 
. dorcd In adolescence — "It doesn't know 
:\»hat It wants to become" — n wine may 
:lmprovo with ago or die. 


Tho unpredictable wine market re- 


• quires constant study. "Six out of every 
10 Items we sell In this market were not 
available several years ago," Dobkin 
said. Ho will stock the fine wines of 
France, Austria and Germany, for ex- 
•'ample, peppering the displays with lesser 
.known wines of South Africa, Argentina 
rand other countries. 
_ Party goods and gourmet foods are ono 
'means of heading off tho competition 
from big chain stores that are hurting 
sales. Dobkln regards his service to cus- 
tomers as flexible and personal, and this 
Is something a customer can only get 
from the small local business, he said. 


"I'm very fortunate because I lovo the 


business. You have to like what you'ro 
.doing — tho liquor business Is an enter- 
tainment business," Dobkln said. "This 
business — It's so damn personal. When 
I recommend a wine to a customer, If 
I'm right, I'm God. If I'm wrong, I'm a 
bum." 


•Liquor store sales 
expected to rise 


Sales at Chicago area package liquor 


stores during 1974 likely will increase 10 
to 12 per cent above last year's sales, 
reports Morton Slegel, executive director 
and general counsel of the Illinois Liquor 
Stores Assn. 


"A large portion of that amount can be 


attributed to Inflation," Slegel said. "The 
price of liquor had been rather stagnant, 
the last 10 yean. There have been more 
than the usual amount of price Increases 
passed along to retailers within the last 
year, he said. 


"Tho wine business, particularly Im- 


port wines are not realizing the same 
growth as they had the year before," Sie- 
gcl said. 


Retailers are hoping that budget-con- 


scious customers will not reduce pur- 
chases of package liquors during the 
holiday season, he added. Thirty to 60 
per cent of annual sales generally, are 
recorded In the six-week period of 
Thanksgiving through the end of the 
year. The Illinois Liquor Stores Assn. has 
2,200 members.

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l?e careful with leftover 
turkey, U.S. report warns 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Thousands of 


homtnutkers may be running a risk of 
spreading salmonella food poisoning in 
tnelr homes by careless handling of left- 
over Thanksgiving turkey and dressing, 
U. S. Agriculture Dcpt. specialists warn. 


The warning was Issued after studies 


of replies to a food safety survey In* 
dlcatcd many consumers are taking "un- 
necessary risks" In handling both turkey 
and stuffing, officials said. 


The survey Indicated that about 37 per 


cent of homcmakers polled In a notional 
sample usually allow cooked turkey to 
remain at room temperature for two 
hours or more before It goes Into a re- 
frigerator. 


That much exposure to room temp*, 


turo may not always result In bactcr. I 
contamination of the turkey — but It 
might, experts said. 


ALSO. THE AGRICULTURE Dcpt. re- 


port added, the estimate that 37 per cent 
of all householders leave cooked turkey 
unrofrlgeratcd for a potentially dan- 
gerous length of time Is probably con- 
servative. That's because the survey 
question focused on the first big meal at 
which the turkey Is served and did not 
measure the times during which left- 
overs may be exposed to room tempera- 
ture. 


"A homemaker's handling of leftover 


turkey and any accompanying stuffing 
and gravy is... critical," experts 
warned. This Is because the 2 to 3-hour 
room temperature period In which salm- 
onella bacteria could reach dangerous 
levels can be reached In several separate 
Installments. 


For example, specialists explained, 


suppose Thursday's Thanksgiving turkey 
was exposed to room temperature for 
one hour and then put Into the refrig- 
erator. Then, two days later It is taken 
out of the refrigerator and left at room 
temperature for another hour while 
members of the family cut sandwiches 
from the leftover. 


THE TOTAL EFFECT, officials said, 


Is the same as if the turkey had been left 
at room temperature for two consecutive 
hours. Refrigerating or even freezing the 
turkey holds down further growth of 
salmonella bacteria which began to mul- 
tiply during the first exposure — but It 
does not kill the bacteria and they will 
resume their growth when the leftovers 
are taken out of the refrigerator. 


Salmonella bacteria cause an esti- 


mated 2 million cases of Illness annually. 
The sickness normally produces flu-llko 
symptoms, but In specially vulnerable 
persons like infants and the elderly there 
have been fatalities. 


Officials said their survey indicates 


that many consumers underrate the 
amount of care needed In preparing and 
handling meats to avoid salmonella con- 
tamination. The bacteria can be killed by 


normal cooking or reheating tempera- 
tures, but experts said many consumers 
do not seem to realize that bacteria can 
grow just ns rapidly In cooked meats as 
In raw meats.

Our greedy county board 


It's absolutely Inconceivable that 


the IS members of the Cook County 
board of commissioners have done 
anything in the last four years to 
warrant a $5,000 per >car salary 
hike. Yet, in a cynical and brazen 
move Monday, they voted unani- 
mously to fatten the 1975 pay- 
checks of newly rcclcctcd (and 
elected) commissioners. 


It was part of a package deal in 


which most of the county's other 
elected officials — George Dunne, 
Thomas Tully, Stanley Kuspcr and 
the rest — also received pay hikes. 
It was the board's final meeting of 
the fiscal year, and if the winners 
in the November election were to 
receive generous pay increases, It 


was the last opportunity for the 
board to approve such hikes. 


We can tolerate the pay hikes for 


Dunne, Tully and the others, for 
these men arc expected to attend 
to county business for approxi- 
mately 40 hours a~\vcck. 


But increasing the salaries for 


the 15 men and women who alle- 
gedly supervise county govern- 
ment would be laughable ,if it 
' didn't cost the taxpayers of Cook 
County so much money. 


Most of the commissioners re- 


ceive an income .from another 
source (for example, local com- 
missioners Carl Hanson and Floyd 
Fullc conduct private businesses). 
None of the present or future com- 


The 
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missioners face immediate star- 
vation. 


A salary increase might be worth 


considering If tills were truly tho 
t i-m c-consuming, 
full-time 
job 


which the commissioners ~pn Mon- 
day claimed it is. But the invis- 
ibility of the commissioners, ex- 
cept at election time, is well 
known, and that's a sad reflection 
on the few demands, that we, the 
voters, place on these elected com-. 
missioners. 


In this year of a growing reces- 


sion, in this year of welfare lines 
and no jobs, a $5,000 pay hike is a 
travesty against efficient govern- 
ment, as well as a cynical dis-' 
regard of the public Interest. 


It isn't too late, however, for 


the commissioners to reject the in- 
creases. They could write It out of 
the 1975 budget, or they simply 
could refuse to pick up some of 
their paychecks in the coming 
year. 


It would be naive to suggest, 


however, that these 15 greedy men 
and women will suddenly realize 
that they are elected to serve the 
public, not line their pockets with 
the public's money. But that's al- 
ways been too much to expect of 
most of the Republicans and 
Democrats who sit on the county 
board.

ITe rejects 'inflation 


combating inflation' 


by TOM TIEDE 


ROANOKE, Va. - Wilbert Moss is 


one of an uncounted number of Virgi- 
nians and other Americans who have 
decided to fight inflation with In- 
flation. What he's done is to plant a 
sign in his front yard announcing the 
creation of a new industry. "Garage 
Sale," the sign reads. 


Moss Is one of many who have 


turned their yards into perpetual flea 
markets; "I buy from neighbors and 
sell to neighbors. Every Saturday 
and Sunday. And times being what 
they arc, I get every penny I can 
get." 


The enterprise is admirable, of 


course. The accompanying philoso- 
phy, however, is something less. 
Moss has concluded that inflation is 
here to stay, that prices can only go 
up; so he has made hs choice: since 
he can't fight it he has joined it. "I 
got $5 for a $2 picture frame last 
week; I wished I'd asked $6." 


The mentality here is worrisome. 


But it is decidedly American. Like 
the auto and oil companies, Will 
Moss does nothing less than contrib- 
ute to his personal well-being white 
i g n o r i n g the nation's economic 
health. The refusal to hold the eco- 
nomic line and tho readiness to go 
along with inflation are two solid rea- 
sons why we have Inflation at all. 


To be sure, the cave-in attitude can 


lead only to disaster. John Stafford, 
research director of the U.S. League 
of Savings Associations, has comput- 
ed that inflation abetted will in a 
short time be inflation unimaginable. 
At the present rate of double digit 
escalation, says Stafford, "today's 
dollar will be worth 50 cents in six 
years time, and only 32 cents four 
years after that." 


Put another way, says Stafford, if 


people continue to feed inflation rath- 
er than starve it, "We'll all of us 
need about three times as much to 
live on 10 years from now." Thus a 
family earning $10,000 today would 
need $31,337 in a decade, at the cur- 


rent rate of inflation, and those earn- 
ing $20,000 now would need $62,674. 


What's more, the figures do not ac- 


count for taxation; as one earns 
more one pays more, as in the law, 
thus most families would fall even 
further behind. 


So far behind, says Stafford, that 


true catastrophe would befall mil- 
lions. For example: a family head 
who today takes out a $10,000 life In- 
surance policy, and who died 10 
years from now, would leave his de- 
pendents the equivalent of $3,191. 
"And what about people retiring?," 
Stafford adds. "If a man is planning 
now on $1,000 a month 10 years from 
now, he'll wind up with only $318 a 
month purchasing power. My wife al- 
ready says we can't make it." 


But even for people who do contin- 


ue living and working, under the out- 
lined inflation prophecy times would 
be shuddersome. Stafford says that, 
based on 1973-74 price increases, a 
$20 bag of groceries would cost $80 91 
in a decade, $3 worth of drycleaning 
$8.75, $5 dungarees $25, a $3 baby- 
sitter $15.70, and a 15-cents news- 
paper almost 75 cents. 


Under such circumstances, natu- 


rally, not only financial but social 


and institutional changes would mul- 
tiply. There are predictions that the 
United States would have to employ 
"go along" measures such as those 
exercised In inflation-skinned South 
America, where nations such as 
Chile have experienced up to 5,600 
per cent cost of living increases in 
the past five years. In one South 
American country, inflation-accom- 
modating bank officials keep only 
noon to 4 p.m. hours, so that employ- 
es can go out to other jobs. 


Beyond this, say the gloomers, the 


time would come when bloated 
American currency would have to be 
deflated by dropping zeros. Thus $10 
would become $1, or something sim- 
ilar. This is what repeatedly happens 
in South America; the Brazilian real 
of the 1880s has been devalued and 
renamed so many times that today it 
would take seven billion of them to 
equal even the weak value of the 
U.S. buck. 


Still, all this escapes Wilbert Moss 


and many others whose only interest 
is No. 1. Too bad. A decade from 
now, statistically, we may an be pay- 
ing for sugar on time payment. The 
jear: 1984.

is the ability to spot trends. No one has 
suggested that county officials are "de- 
sired," but the failure to recognize the 
pattern of underassessment in New Town 
makes one wonder what those expensive 
super-computers downtown are watch- 
Ing. 


Our writer then adds, "I'm not in sym- 


pathy with these people. What were they 
thinking and doing when these erroneous 
tax bills arrived?" ; 


Comment: the answer is simple. First, 


they marveled at the county's mistake. 
Then they worried that any county re- 
sponsible for an error to its disadvantage 
could reverse everything and overtax the 
homeowners, which Is what has hap- 
pened. Finally, after calling numerous 
officials, some homeowners hired an at- 
torney to. correct things. 


Our writer observes that "the asses- 


sor's office should be accused of being in ' 
error for only one year." The taxpayer 
was in error two years and should be 
termed "a criminal tax evader." 


Comment: some questions are needed. 


For his "one year error," should the as- 
sessor be called a criminal property as- 
sessor? Or does the three year blame 
rest entirely on the county's confusing, 
inefficient tax system which failed to 


correct a simple problem of omission? 


Our writer: "You should be thankful 


you still have an opportunity to pay." 


Comment: correctly stated, the term Is 


pay through the teeth. For its first year 
error, the county has levied a 10 per cent 
interest penalty against the homeowners. 


Our writer ends with this observation 


that "this is America — there is no need 
to panic." 


Comment: this is Cook County and the 


rules are 'determined by one oolltlcal 
party. None of the notices sent by the 
county — which talk of tax sales, forfeit- 


"ure of property title and penalties — 
warned anyone not to panic. In fact, the 
only warning — which was not true — 
was that if taxes weren't paid within 
days, the property would be sold. 


No one should fear sale of property for 


taxes. Years of legal pushing and pulling 
are required to obtain title as a back tax 
firm pumps interest 


This Is America and homeowners can 


fight for fair assessment, unproved tax 
collection and better government Fight- 
ing takes time and, in many cases, re- 
quires a lawyer. Some people equate 
time with money, which is what nincom- 
poops are paid by taxpayers to continue 
the system. 


This is especially true in Mr. March's 
case because by reputation, background 
and experience in engineering related 
matters, he would heavily influence any 
engineering related project. This repre- 
sents an absolute and obvious conflict of 
Interest. 


I am surprised that you as an adminis- 


trator would condone this practice and 
somewhat amazed that a man of George 
March's capability would place himself 
in this very indefensible position.

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New math, poor results add up to changes 


hyJUDYJODDITT 


New math Is getting a new look. 
The teaching method that sent parents into a panic when 


Johnny came home with problems Dad couldn't solve, Is un- 
dergoing changes. 


Born of the academic craze that hit the country after the 


Russians shot off Sputnik In 1957, new math was designed to 
help America catch up In the scientific world. 


It entered the classroom with Its sets and regroupings and 


properties and received a cool welcome from teachers and 
parents who couldn't cut through the jargon to the method. 


EDUCATORS THEN and now place "new math" in quotes 


because nothing new was discovered in math; Instead it 
placed a different emphasis on teaching math. Memorizing 
endless math tables and working 100 problems In three-min- 
ute drills went out the window. Instead students learned "the 
why" behind math. They studied the concepts, why a problem 
Is done a certain way and how math processes are related. 


IN THEORY It was a practical, logical, methodical way of 


teaching. In practice, however, something was lacking. Slow- 
ly the fear that "Johnny can't add* replaced "Johnny can't 
road." 


Poor national test scores In math problem-solving skills 


sounded the alarm among educators. 


Some educators say the national tests are Invalid because 


they test areas no longer considered important in the new 
math approach. Others point to the absence of problem sol- 
ving skills and memorization drills in the new texts as the 
problem. 


IN RESPONSE to the poor scores and the concern of par- 


ents and boards of education, the pendulum Is swinging back. 
Tho concerns have caused a rejuvenation of skills and drills 
and a reworking of math textbooks. 


Most school districts In tho Northwest suburbs have reeval- 


uatcd the math curriculum within tho past two years and are 
now using texts that put more stress on the traditional skills.' 


Although some of the "old" has been'added, most educators 


are reluctant to drop totally tho "new." 


"The concepts learned with the now math are good and 


Important," said Mary Gllmorc, math consultant for Wheel- 
Ing-Buffalo Grave Dlst. 21. The district Is piloting a different 
math series this year and plans to adopt a new text next 
year. 


She said Dlst. 21 Is looking for a combination of the new 


math and traditional skills. Most math teachers realized 
something was lacking In the new math texts, she said, but 
the cost of materials prevented changing the curriculum 
quickly. Instead supplemental materials were adopted to fill 
the gap.

riculum review director, said the books stressed the concepts 
and terminology so hard that the basics were forgotten for a 
while. Teachers also were not trained In the new math and 
were forced to lean too heavily on the text while learning new 
math themselves, he said. 


"Far too many kids get to junior high and don't know the

PUBLISHERS OF MATH texts also took a second look at 


the curriculum? they were offering. 


"The greatest disservice was we' alienated so many par- 


ents" when the new math was adopted, said Jo Tlmmer of 
Science Research Associates. "Parents could only look at 
what was happening to their child from their own experience 
and standardized achievement scores." 


No<v skills are emphasized in SRA's texts in the primary 


grades with the expectation that students will master the 
skills by the fourth grade, she said. 


When Scott, Foresman and Co. reviewed math texts, it tried 


to give students more practical applications, Nick Lovdjieff 
said. He said the heavy concentration on symbolic logic, num- 
ber theory and set theory in the primary grades, was ended 
after standardized test scores showed students could not add, 
subtract, multiply or divide. 


THE CONCEPTS still are included in the curriculum pre- 


sented in the most recent series that will be published for the 
1975-76 school year, he said, but the company has eliminated 
theory names and stressed basic skills again. Once students 
learn the basics and can compute, the names and meanings 
behind the computations are developed, he said. 


More practice exercises also are Included in the curriculum 


with workbooks on the basics an integral part of the study 
program. 


He said the publishing companies have also been besieged 


with requests for the curriculum to include more references 
to minorities, more applicability to the individualized pro- 
grams as well as traditional classroom approaches and in- 
clusion of consumer and career education. These pressures as. 
well as the necessity of bringing up math scores have re- 
quired a total program revamping. 


But as the publishers, administrations, school boards and 


teachers-grapple with the'problem of improving math, they 
all seek the same goal — helping utudents achieve the best 
understanding and working of math.

The opening of "The Marriage-Go- 


Round" tonight marks the 25th anni- 
versary of Village Theatre. 


And in commemoration, two veteran 


actors who have been active with VT 
since the beginning, Kay and Bob Haw- 
ley, will take on the leading roles of man 
and wife. 
' 


It's not the first time the couple have ; 
played opposite one another. Several 
times Kay was cast as Bob's mother... 
"which didn't do much for my ego," she 
recalls. 


'"Once, however, Bob played my fa- 


ther so that kinda evened the score." 


Village Theatre was founded in the fall 


of 1949 by Buth Waldbillig, a former resi- 
dent, who ran an ad in the Arlington 
Heights Herald Inviting all persons inter- 
ested in forming a community theater 
group to come to her home. 


THIRTEEN PEOPLE showed up. That 


was enough. On Feb. 3,1950,'the curtain 
want up on VT's first play, "Night Must 
Fall." Tickets sold for $1.50 apiece. - 


Most of the cast members also doubled 


as crew. Expenses were met with lOU's 
payable after the performance. Members 
crossed their fingers. But the house was 
full. The bills were paid off and work 
began on the second production, "Blithe 
Spirit." Again the reception was good. 


Village Theatre quickly expanded its 


season from two productions a year to 
four, including one children's show an- 
nually presented during the Christmas 
holidays. (This year is an exception. 
"The Marrlage-Go-Round" is being pro- 
duced instead.) 


Charter member Kay Hawley, who has 


held every office possible on the board 
and some of them more than once, looks 
back on Village Theatre's record as both 
very successful and clear sailing. 


NO PRODUCTION has ever been can- 


celled nor any actor laid up during a 
show. 


Once Kay herself stayed up all night to 


learn the lines for one girl struck sudden- 
ly with a bad case of laryngitis. But the 
girl recovered by the time it was her 
turn to go on stage. Kay was left ex- 
hausted with a memory bank of unspo- 
ken lines she never did get to use. 


Village Theatre, however, has experi- 


enced its shore of animal problems when 
the four-legged creatures were required 
for certain scenes. 


Once a goat escaped between acts Into 


the parking lot, a temperamental parrot 
proved quite nasty to deal with, and a 
horse on opening night, deciding he 
wasn't getting enough of the attention, 
did his "constitutional" right on stage In 
front of an unsuspecting but delighted 
audience. 


WHEN RUTH Waldbillig moved to 


Florida shortly after organizing the 
group, it was the late Marian Malcolm- 
son, VT's first president, who is credited 
with being the driving force behind the 
community theater group. 


She directed many of the early plays 


herself and her husband, Dennis, often 
acted as house manager. ' ' 


CONSIDERED THE driving force bo- 
hind Village Theatre during its first 
years, the late Marian Malcolmson 


was the group's first president, and 
directed many of its plays including 
"The Tender Trap" in 1956. 


Now residing in Hlnsdale, Malcolmson 


humorously recalls VT's1 second year 
when "State of the Union," a politically- 
oriented play, was being staged during 
the time of a national election. 


"We decided to stage n parade for our 


'candidate* Grant Mathews. We made 
posters and placards and carried them 
parade-like through downtown Arlington 
Heights. As luck would have it, it snowed 
and while many people watched from 
store windows, It wasn't exactly a smash 
... or we didn't think so until after the 
general election when Grant Mathews 
got a write-In vote." 


MANY OF VILLAGE theatre's charter 


members hove since dropped out or 
moved away. New members constantly 
Joining up continue to provide VT with a 
youthful Image. 


With other community theater groups 


having formed in the northwest suburbs, 
it has become common practice for the 
various groups to exchange actors and 
crew members. Though that provides a 
good cross-section of talent, Mrs. Hawley 
maintains, "It is the basic core of dedi- 
cated people that Is really going to make 
Village Theatre continue to thrive. 


"A group can hurt, too, with all this 


back and forth traffic." 


"The future is mixed," she said. "Eco- 


nomic conditions right now are excellent 
for community theater which is able to 
offer good entertainment outside the 
home at a reasonable price compared to 
skyrocketing costs of Icgtlciate theater. 


"But there is also an absence of good 


plays right now. Very llttlu is being writ- 
ten that is really entertaining." 


AND WITH THE continual growth of 


community theater in the area, there re- 
mains a problem of. locating and sharing 
adequate staging facilities. The high 
schools, with increased activities of their 
own to schedule, can no longer always 
accommodate local theater.

significant due to inflationary increases 
in building and production costs. 

Yet as long as community residents 
find the need to expend their creative 
efforts on stage, ways will be found to 
get around the Inconveniences. In fact, 
chances are, Village Theatre will be cele- 
brating Its golden anniversary another 25 
years from now.

relived in new book

For a quarter century, American horse 


racing fans had clamored for another 
"Triple Crown" winner, a thoroughbred 
so perfectly bred and conditioned to 
sweep the Kentucky Derby, Preakncis 
and Belmont. 


When the dreams finally were realized, 


they were In tho form of what many pro- 
claim the finest racing machine ever 
foaled — Secretariat 


He has been tabbed the "Horse of the 


Century" by millions. The life story, with 
its ups, downs and near-tragedies, has 
been profiled by Ray Woolfe, a photo- 
Journalist for the Dally Racing Form and 
lifetime racing enthusiast. 


Woolfe's new book, appropriately en- 


titled "Secretariat," Is 200 pages of 
sights and sounds, defeats and the ulti- 
mate triumph of the horse that became a 
household word In Just one great season. 


THE IMPACT OF Secretariat on the 


American public might best bo illus- 
trated by the fact that President Gerald 
Ford used Secretariat as a comparison 
for Congress — fast afoot, but not much 
as a producer. However, the rumors 
about Secretariat's failings In the stud 
burn proved to be nothing more than ru- 
mors — the some kinds of rumors that 
hinted Secretariat had bone chips In his 
knee before (battering tho Kentucky Der- 
by speed record. 


Ford added yet another chapter to the 


Secretariat saga when he publicly apolo- 


gized to tho horse and its fans for his 
remarks. 


The racing fan will find his $12.50 


(hardback) or 18.95 (paper) well spent 
for the Chllton Books publication. The 
first full-page color portrait of Secretor-' 
lat with Jockey Ron Turcotto aboard, in 
front of the field as usual, almost tells 
the story — the ultimate race horse In 
perfect motion. 


THE BOOK IS more than a story of the 


super horse. It also is a tale of how that 
horse saved Meadow Stable for owner 
Penny Tweedy, -who 'assumed control 
upon tho Illness of her father, Christ-: 
ophcr T. Chcncry, noted Virginia horse 
breeder. 


It also is a story of trainer Luden Lau- 


rln, who quietly Ignored rumors that he 
was working the horse too bard,/ not 
working him hard enough,-running him 
too often and not running 'him often 
enough. 


Laurin and Penny Tweedy also listen- 


ed to the old rumors that colts bred by 
Bold Ruler couldn't win at the classic 
distances. - 


EARLY IN Secretariat's year, It ap- 


peared, many of the rumors "could be 
true. Secretariat lost his last big prep 
race before the Kentucky Derby. Angle 
Light went wire-to-wire in a shocking up- 
set in New York's Wood Memorial, Sham 
was a close second while Secretariat 
trailed 'four lengths behind without an 
apparent excuse.

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Cast iron apple peeler 
handy Yankee invention 


The advent of cut Iron in this country 


•bout I8SO uuscd a frenzy of Inventions 
and novel Ideas for Hi use. Lacy, airy 
looking gears, sprockets, wheels, han- 
dle*, turntables, blades and clamp* were 
welded and bolted together to form Im- 
plement* and tools in Infinite variety. 


If he couldn't build a better mousetrap, 


perhaps the Yankee Inventor could con- 
struct a better apple peeler, and between 
the years 18SO until about 1900, I have 
read, more than a hundred different pat* 
ent* for peelers In all shapes and sizes 
were taken out with the U.S. Patent Of- 
fice. The first recorded U.S. patent for a 
peeler, or parer, had been Issued to one 
MOMS Coates of Pennsylvania, 'way 
back in 1803. The first peelers were con- 
structed mostly of wood, with metal used 
only for the knife blade, which was hand 
held. Tliese now bring more than $100 In 
shops. 


During the next 45 years or so, various 


other patents were issued, up until Dec. 
1, 1849, when It appears that the first 
cast Iron peeler, such as the one pic- 
tured, was patented by Julius Weed of 
Ohio. This ingenious device not only 
peeled, but cored and sliced the apple as 
well. 


APPLES HAVE BEEN a staple com- 


modity in America since pioneer days, 
for they could be used In so many ways: 
dried, baked, fried, cooked Into pies, cob- 
blets, puddings, cakes, dumplings and, of 
course, swiped by small boys from or- 
chards. The legendary Johnny Appleseed 
is said to be responsible for the planting 
of apple trees coast to coast, but I am 
sure that tree rootling* went along with 
the move westward by the covered wag- 
on crowd. 


No wonder that with so many apples 


available, man — always looking for 
some way to lighten the workload of 
woman — (small chauvinist dlg> would 
be quick to hit upon and thereafter to 
Improve a machine to do the tiresome 
job of peeling, coring and slicing. 


I have a email collection of apple peel- 


en, but the ones I own are of the rather 
common type, quite readily available in 
antique shops and shows. To find a rarity 
usually Involves some searching and 
dickering to get it away from its owner. 
Most of the cast iron types are similar, 
differing in the way the gears are assem- 
bled, but some must have been made in 
much greater numbers than others. One 
model was advertised In the Sean-Roe- 
buck catalog of 1912, and since that is

smacks of sour grapes 


"THE JOCK EMPIRE" 


by GLENN DICKEY 


Chllton Book Company, 17.95 


The blurb on the fly leaf of Glenn Dick- 


ey's book "The Jock Empire" says It ill: 
"Running the gamut of sport, this Is an 
Indictment that Just won't go away — as 
nagging and persistent as a case of ath- 
lete's foot." 


So as If he were typing with a pair of 


burning, Itching athlete's feet, Dickey 
takes a swipe at just about everything 
even remotely connected to sports. And 
that is his problem. 


I have always mistrusted blanket In* 


dlctments, especially the type that won't 
go away, because they fall to take Into 
account the positive points that exist in 
even the most nauseous situation. 


Dickey, a sports columnist for the San 


Francisco Chronicle, has this handful of 
stuff he want* to throw, most of it in- 
nuendo or scraps of gossip that he has 
collected at the back of his notebooks, 
but he Isn't quite sure of (be target. 


SO HE THROWS the stuff at every- 


thing. 


Dickey Is somewhat astute in observ- 


ing that all facets of sporti, from the 
management to the performers to the 
fans to the media hangers-on, are inter- 
woven in a fabric stupendously appealing 
to the American public. Dickey often 
seems content to put what be wants on 
paper, a* long as It falls under that 
hypnotizing title of "Sports," Just be- 
cause ha feels people will automatically 
be interested, no matter how mundane or 
poorly presented. 


And if "Sports" isn't enough of a hook 


to get the reading public, then Dickey 
goes with another sure thing, "Sex," as 
the topic of his opening chapter. In so 
doing, Dickey spills his band much too 
early and obviously for the reader to 
want to proceed any further. 


'• Dickey isn't against athlete* having 
sex. He Just thinks It's big news to his 
readers and likes to write about it 


• FLAILING AWAY. Dickey takes shots 
at George Allen, cportswriters In gener- 
al, every broadcaster from Cosell to 
Cowdy, Charlie Flnley and the circle of 
owners in professional sports, Little 
League and the Olympics, racism, Inter- 
collegiate sports and athletes In general 
whom be describes as "the spoiled 
class." 


He makes some good points about BU- 


lie Jean King and attempts to win the 
loyalty of the reader by bitching about 
the high price of watching pro sports 
these days. 


Nothing works. Dickey is too wrapped 


up In indicting people, places, institutions 
and entire dtles. He smacks, actually, of 
sour grapes and long before be has

"WARD 402" 


by DR. RONALD J. GLASSER 


Pocket Books, si.50 


At what point does a doctor try to save 


a life Just for the academic achievement 
of prolonging a heartbeat? 


Dr. Ronald J. GUsser's novel, "Ward 


402," pays careful attention to the 
doubts, fears and questions of a young 
Intern serving his hospital time In a chil- 
dren's ward,, where death and the 
struggle against it occur daily. 


The feelings grow Intense when a fa- 


ther admits his young daughter, near 
death from leukemia, with Instructions to 
let her die painlessly, without suffering. 
The hospital staff resists his wishes in 
every way possible, at times listing 
treatment as related to seizures or other 
complications. 


Dissension builds when the doctors find 


themselves questioned by parents about 
their techniques and diagnoses. Glasser 
explains the thinking of physicians who 
are not used to being.'doubted because 
they traditionally have been respected as 
experts. Where else can a patient go? 


THE ACHES AND pains of the young 


leukemlc girl become very realistic as 
her arms and body are perforated with' 
repeated shots, Intravenous injections 
and blood tests, GUsser's descriptions of 
near-fatal complications are almost gro- 
tesque and disturbing, but appear to be 
accurate. He explains In the foreward 
that the events In his novel actually hap- 
pened. 


GUsser's greatest fault is that in his 


effort for accuracy, be neglects to ex- 
plain medical terms, procedures and me- 
dicinal f»"ifT that he uses freely. 


He develops true sympathy for the in- 


terns who pdfouii almost mechanically 
after sleepless noun of emergencies. The 
real question in the book Is bow much 
doctors really try to communicate with 
their patient* and parents, and bow they 
handle touchy, human situations. One 
hopes that doctors are also reading GUs- 
ser's book.

"The Great Radio Feuds" and "Poppy." 


FIELDS, 
ALTHOUGH 
now known 


mostly for his movies, was a radio In- 
stitution In the late 1930s and early 1940s, 
appearing on such shows as the Lucky 
Mrlko program and the Chase and San- 
born Hour. Three selections from each 
show are found on the "Whipsnadc" al- 
bum. 


The Chase and Snnborn Hour saw the 


birth and continuance of one of the fun- 
niest radio feuds. It was Fields versus 
ventriloquist Edgar Bcrgen's dummy 
Cnarllc McCarthy. The "Feud" album 
documents much of the hilarity, in- 
cluding such classic lines as: Charlie 
McCarthy saying, "Mr. Fields ... are 
you eating a tomato, or it that your 
nose?" And Fields replying, "That's a 
comical . . . that's a comical . . . keep 
quiet. Stop scratching yourself, you'll get 
sawdust all over the floor." The radio 
announcer was Don Amcche. 


The third album, "Poppy," Is the play 


Fields first did on Broadway and then 
made two movies of. This 1937 radio ver- 
sion was produced by Cecil B. DeMllle 
and features Anne Shirley. 


WHEREAS FIELDS' comedy seems as 


iresh today as it must have then, today's 
comedians often seem stale to begin 
with. George Carlin's "Toledo Window 
Box" (Little David records) is a bit bet- 
ter than his last two albums, but more 
often it is in poor taste rather than fun- 
ny. He, like Checch and Chong, Is heavi- 
ly Into drug humor.

. CHEEC1I AND CHONG, when not 
ploying up the obvious ethnic aspect of 
their humor, too often come across as 
just plain dumb. It is no different on 
"The Baby Sitters" routine on "Wedding 
Album" (Ode records), their new album. 


Where Checch and Chong are effective 


and genuinely, funny, I think, Is in their 
song parodies. The new album has two 
of these and both have been released as 
singles. "Earache My Eye" is a well 
done parody of heavy rock, such as per- 
formed by Alice Cooper. The humor Is 
not only in the lyrics but also in the 
adopting of tho hard rock style. It Is the 
same In "Black Lassie" which takes off 
on the "Superfly" soul type song. 


Surrounding "Black Lassie" is "Wake 


Up America" which is a good spoof on 
the television show "Good Night Amer- 
ica" and the only non-song humor that 
works. 


The opening "Championship Wres- 


tling" is perhaps the dumbest thing they 
have done. It Is ultra juvenile — heavy 
petting, etc., while wrestling is on tele- 
vision with matching groans — and made 
me feel I had wasted time listening.

Leave tree burls alone 


Dear Dorothy: Now that the leaves arc 


just about gone, I've noticed some knobby 
growths on different parts of our trees. 
Any Idea what they might be? And how 
to get them off? — Fred Holmes 
Home Line — standing — 


If they're about an Inch or less in 


d i a m e t e r , these bumps are called 
"burls." Any number of reasons may bo 
Involved — Insects (usually wasps), dis- 
ease organisms, bacteria, extremes of 
weather or even lawn-mower damage If 
they're down low. While they Increase In 
site as a tree grows older, It's best to 
leave them alone. They don't harm a 
tree. 


Dear Dorothy: Maybe the treatment 


which works on cloudy vases might work 
on the ice cream dishes. Soak overnight 
In a solution made of hot water and one 
denture cleaner tablet. If one night 
doesn't do it, try again. When the 
cloudiness Is removed, the original lustre 
can bo returned to the vase by thorough- 
ly drying on the Inside, then twirling 


around one drop of baby oil. — Annice

Dear Dorothy: I know that fresh bread 


will soften brown sugar If contained In 
an airtight container, but my way Is sim- 
pler and cheaper. I dampen a piece of 
paper towel and wrap It In foil, leaving 
the wrapping half-open: The' sugar gets 
soft within 24 hours, and I check every 
week or so to see if the paper needs wet- 
ting again. It gets to be a habit — and 
my brown sugar Is always soft.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - former CIA 


Director Allen W. Dulles told his Warren 
Commission colleagues early In their In- 
vestigation that they had no choice but to 
accept J. Edgcr Hoover's denial that Lcc 
Harvey Oswald was ever an undercover 
FBI agent. 


In a newly declassified document now 


made public, Dulles Indicated the FBI di- 
rector might not acknowledge Oswald's 
employment even had ho known It was a 
(act. 


In the transcript of a private commis- 


sion meeting Jan. 27, 1964, Dulles said 
both the FBI and the CIA probably would 
lie to everyone but the President to con- 
ceal the Identities of their agents and In- 
formants. 


THE TRANSCRIPT, published In a 


new book by Harold Wclsbcrg entitled 
"Whitewash IV," shows that the high- 
level commission Investigating President 
John F. Kennedy's assassination was 
troubled by spreading rumors that Os- 
wald had been on the FBI payroll. 


"What you do Is you moke out a prob- 


lem. If this be true, moke our problem 
utterly Impossible because you say this 
rumor can't be dissipated under any cir- 
cumstances," complained House Demo- 
cratic Whip Halo Boggs. 


"I don't think it can, unless you believe 


Mr. Hoover, and so forth and so on, 
vhlch probably most of the people will," 
Dulles replied. 


"You can't prove what the facts arc," 


ho added later. "I don't think there is an 
external evidence other than the person's 
word that ho did or did not employ a 
lortlcular man as a secret ngcnt. No 
natter what." 


In sworn testimony before the commis- 


sion a few months later, FBI Director 
loovcr and John A. McConc, then Dul- 
es' successor at the CIA, denied Oswald 
had any connection — direct or Indirect 
— with their agencies. 


AT ONE POINT during the Jan. 27 


meeting, Sen. Richard B. Russell, D-Go., 
turned to Dulles and touched on the deli- 
cate question of interrogating the In- 
vestigators.

"If Oswald never had assassinated the 


President, or at least been charged with 
assassinating the President, and had 
been In the employ of the FBI and some- 
Dody had gone to the FBI, they would 
have denied he was on agent," Russell 
suggested. 


"Oh, yes," Dulles replied. "They would 


be the first to deny it. Your agents would 
have done exactly the same thing," 


"Exactly." 
At another point. Dulles said it was "a 


terribly hard thing to disprove" that 
someone was a secret agent. But if he 
were, Dulles said, the man who recruited 
him would refuse to disclose his Identity 
under oath and might even keep It from 
his superior. 


"I would tell the President of the 


United States anything, yes, I am under 
ills control. He is my boss. 1 wouldn't 
necessarily tell anybody else, unless the 
President authorized mo to do it," ho 
said. 


A FEW MOMENTS later, he added: 


"What I was getting at, I think Mr. Hoo- 
ver would say certainly ho didn't have 
anything to do with this fellow." 


During the 3^-hour meeting, J. Lcc 


Rankln, the commission's general coun- 
sel, said part of the difficulty in trying to 
question FBI authorities about what the 
agency did in Dallas after the Nov. 22, 
1063, assassination was that "they have 
no problem." 


Rankln advised the commission "they 


have decided that it Is Oswald who com- 
mitted the assassination, they have de- 


cided that no one else was involved ..." 


"They have tried the case and reached 


a verdict on every aspect," Russell said. 


"Yes, 'we know who-killed cock rob- 


in,' " aald John J. McCloy. "That is the 
point. It Isn't only who killed cock robin. 
Under the terms of reference we have to 
go beyond that." 


THE MEMBERS SEEMED to agree 


with Russell's observation 
that "of 


course, we can get an affidavit from Mr. 
Hoover and put It In this record and go 
on and act-on that, but If we didn't go 
any further than that . . . there still 
would be thousands of doubting Tho- 
mases who would believe this man was 
an FBI agent and you just didn't try to 
clear It up and you Just took Hoover's 
word." 


Weisbcrg, of Frederick, Md., a leading 


advocate of the assassination conspiracy 
theory, obtained the transcript and other 
'documents under the Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act after n lengthy court battle. 


In his book and In an interview, Weis- 


bcrg said the commission was so in- 
timidated by Hoover's power that it set- 
tled for pro forma denials from Hoover 
and McCone instead of trying to get inde- 
pendently to the source of the undercover 
agent rumor while also questioning FBI 
authorities. 


He accused Rankln of engineering a 


cover-up of what the transcript quoted 
Rankin as calling a "dirty rumor" that 
"must be wiped out insofar as it Is pos- 
sible to do so by this commission." . 


JIM LESAR, a Washington lawyer who 


helped Wclsbcrg with the book, said the 
commission was "caught In the situation 
where the only investigators they had 
were those of the federal agencies them- 
selves, which put them in the position 
of investigating themselves. 


"Consequently, no real Investigation 


was made," Lesar said. < 


Rankln, reached by telephone In New 


York, declined comment. He said he had 
no '"independent recollection" of the 
matter without checking his voluminous 
files. 


Dulles, Russell, Boggs and Earl War- 


ren, then Chief Justice and the commis- 
sion chairman, are dead.

may be driving can that could suffer 
loss of steering control after extend* 
ediuc. 


The Ford Motor Co. said Wednes- 


day that the can still arc too new to 
cause any concern among owners. 
There have been no reports of any 
steering failures, a Ford spokesman 
said. 


The problem is an upper suspen- 


sion arm that may have been made 


from steel below acceptable thick- 
ness and then installed on the can 
between Oct. 8 and Oct. 31, the 
spokesmen said. The recall involved 
about 23 per cent of the 1975 models 
that were first introduced in late Sep- 
tember. 


The potential defect was dis- 


covered during a routine quality con- 
trol check and records indicated the 
432 affected upper suspension arms 
could be installed on any of the can 
built In that period. Inspection and 
replacement where needed will be 
done at no cost to owners, Ford said.

All-voliinteer Army 
-a reality at last! 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Everyone in 


I he Army as of today is there because ho 
or she wants to be. 


The all-volunteer Army became a real- 


ity with the discharge today of the last of 
the draftees. It is the first time since 
November 1040 that the military has 
been composed entirely of volunteers, 
the Pentagon said. 


"This action marks the end of an era," 


Army Sec. Howard H. Callaway said. 
"We can now say that every man and 
woman In today's Army Is there because 
ho wants to be there." 


Last month the remaining 3,126 


draftees in the 800,000-mcmber Army 
were told they could leave the service by 
Thanksgiving if they chose. 


Tim Army said Wednesday that 555 vol. 


untcered to stay on until their normal 
two-year tour Is over or recnlistod for 
another tour. 


The rest have all gone home. 
The lost man drafted was Dwight E. 


Stone of Sacramento, Calif., who was In- 
ducted Juno 30,1973, only 10 hours before 
I ho draft law expired. Ho would normally 
have been in the Army until next June. 


An Army spokesman said Stone packed 


his bags and left Ft Ritchie, Md., for 
homo last Friday.

Predator discovery throws off B.C. timetable 


BERKLEY, Calif. (UPI) - A husband- 


wife scientific team reported Thursday 
night that a flesh-eating prehistoric 
creature appeared 100 million years ear- 
lier than previously believed. 


The ancient squid-like cuttle-fish had 


teeth and used them to prey on other sea 
creatures more than 600 million years 
ago, according to an article In the No- 
vember issue of "The Journal of Paleon- 
tology," making it the earliest flesh-eat- 
ing creature known. 


The article by the team of J. Wyatt 


Durham of the University of California 
at Berkeley and Jean B. Firby of the 


California Academy of Sciences In San 
Francisco said the teeth fossils were 
found imbedded in rock in the White 
Mountains near Bishop, Calif., 65 miles 
northwest of Death Valley. 


THE PREHISTORIC fish, about four 


feet in length, once swam in oceanic wa- 
ters that covered California and Nevada. 


Durham and Firby, who have spent six 


years studying fossils in the remote 
mountain range, said the teeth were 
those of a predator, blunted by a lifetime 
of attacks on hard-shelled prey, probably 
crabs. 


It is the first evidence, they believe, 


that highly developed predatory creat- 
ures existed as early in the evolutionary 
calendar as 600 million years ago. They 
had been known to exist 500 million 
yean ago. 


Durham and Firby said the teeth fos- 


sils were found in rock that dated from 
the early Cambrian Age, and at first 
their identity was a mystery. 


THEN THEY NOTICED many of the 


cone-shaped teeth were arranged in 
elongated bands similar to a radul, the 
tongue-like structure found in most living 


mollusks such as snails and mussels. 
Further studies concluded (he teeth 
"denticles" were from prehistoric cut- 
tlefish, they said. 


The team found 40 fossil specimens 


with the distinctive one-eighth-inch teeth 
scattered over a wide range of onetime 
ocean floor. 


Remains of most of the creatures from 


that period were swept away by currents 
and other disturbances, they said, but 
the fossils discovered were of cuttlefish 
apparently caught In an underwater 
slide.

YouVe safe from unethical collectors 


Consumers liave gained added protec- 


tion «galnst unethical bill collectors as a 
result of enactment of the new Collection 
Agency Act and amendments to the 
Criminal Code of 1961 In the last session 
of tho Illinois General Assembly, says 
tho Illinois State Bar Assn. 


During tho past year many complaints 


were reported in tho news media con- 
corning questonablc practices by employ- 
es of collection agencies and the placing 
of outrageous pressures against debtors 
through the uie of threats to debtors and 
their families. 


Effective this month, bill collection 


agencies must obtain a one year oper- 
ating license, at a cost of $30. and post a 
125,000 surety bond with the Illinois Dcpt. 
of Registration and Education. Renewal 
of the license and bond are required each 
year. 


Employes of the collection agencies 


also must meet tho following quali- 
fications: 


• Be citizens of the United Stales, of 


good moral character and at last 21 
years of age. 


• Have had at least one year experi- 


ence working In the credit field or a re- 
lated area. 


• Not have been convicted of a crime 


Involving moral depravity. 


• Have an accepted credit rating, no 


unsatisfied judgments, and never have 
declared bankruptcy. 


THE CONDUCT of debt collectors also 


Is regulated by the new legislation. For 
example, no collector may threaten 
force, violence, or physical harm to n 
debtor, his family or property. Unless 
there is a legal basis for a criminal com- 
plaint, the collector may not threaten ar- 
rest or criminal prosecution. To seize or 
attach or sell the debtor's property, the 
collector must have a court order. He 
may not take the property without dis- 
closing the necessity of a court order to 
tho debtor. 


A collector may not disclose Informa- 


tion adversely affecting a debtor' rcpua- 
tion for credit-worthiness If ho knows or 
has reason to know that tho Information 
Is false. Tho collector may not Initiate 
communication with a debtor's employer 
unless there has been a default In pay- 
ment of the obligation for at toast 30 
days. At least five days prior to giving 
notice to tho employer, written notlco 
mut be given to tho debtor at his last 
known address of tho collector's Intention 
to communicate with the employer. 


No debt collector may communicate 


with tho debtor or any member of his 
famly at such a time of day or night and 
with such frequency as to constitute ha- 
rassment. The collector may not use pro- 
fane, obscene, or abusive language or en- 
gage In any conduct Intended to cause 
mental or physical distress to tho debtor 
or his family. 


THE ILLINOIS STATE Bar Assn. also 


points out that 
fraudulent mis- 


representation by bill collectors Is cov- 
ered by the new legislation. The collector 
cannot use any form of communication 
which simulates legal or judicial process 
or which gives the appearance^' of being 
authorized, issued or approved by a gov- 
ernmental agency or official or by an at- 
torney when it is not He may not use 
any badge, uniform or other Identi- 
fication of any governmental agency or 
official except as authorized by law. Nor 
may he conduct business under any 
name or in any manner which suggests 
or Implies that a collection agency is 
bonded if it is not, or Is a branch of or Is 
affiliated with any governmental agency 
or court If It is not 


In addition, no debt collector can legal- 


ly represent that an existing debt may be 
increased by the addition of attorney's 


fees, investigation fees or any other 
charges if they may not legally be added 
to the existing debt. He cannot collect or 
attempt to collect any Interest or other 
charge In excess of the • actual debt • 
unless such charge Is expressly author- 
ized by the agreement creating the debt, 
or unless In a commercial transaction 
such Interest or other charge is expressly 
authorized. 


A consumer suspicious of such illegal 


activities may file a complaint with the 
director of the Department of Rcglstra- 
ton and Education. If It Is determined 
that the complaint is valid, a public 
hearing will be held to settle the matter. 


Violations of the Collection Agency Act 


and amendments to the Criminal Code of 
1961 carry penalties which vary from 
prosecution as misdemeanors to felonies.

'Cowardly' king the real power in strategic paivn games 


The king is preeminent In king and 


pawn endgames. Whereas earlier the 
king cringes In the corner, he may In the 
final stages "roam" the board at will. 
Paradoxically, the king suddenly will ac- 
quire great range and apparent speed 
with the removal of the much more pow- 
erful pieces. 


It does not matter that progress is 


achieved by regal mlnlsteps. As nothing 
Is moving faster, two kings will seem to 
race against each other; in a few moves 
they can influence several different 
fields of action. 


Understandably, the king does not 


iunctlon by himself. His destiny rises and 
foils with his pawns. And though the king

proceeds a single square at a time, one 
move can be crucial. 


Such Is the microscosmic drama of 


king and pawn endgames in general. Let 
us look at the simplest of that genre: 
king and pawn opposing their counter- 
parts. 


OUR FIRST position would seem to 


belle any claim to drama or complexity. 


It would appear that in a race the black 
pawn will reach its queening square im- 
mediately after white, and the game will 
be therefore drawn. 


But there Is a surprise, white has unex- 


pected possibilities. He may threaten to 
interfere with the advancing black pawn, 
and force the black king to match his 
moves (four for four), while it chap- 
erones the endangered pawn. The black 
king will stop on its original square. But 
the white king will no longer be blocking 
a check by the queening white pawn. 


The path of the two kings is given 


schematically in Diagram 1 and at each 
crucial point in the succeeding diagrams. 


OBSERVE FIRST how white's 1. K-Q5 


and 2. K-B4 (Diagram 2) force the black 
king back to R5, lest the b'ack pawn fall. 


The white pawn then starts its march 


with 2. P-KN4 and black retaliates with 
its own 3 ... 
P-QN4 check. This last 


move forces white back to the square Q3 
(after 4. K-Q3), where he will not be at- 
tacked again by the advancing pawn. 
(Diagram 3) 


After 4 ... 
P-N5; 5. P-N5, P-N6; P-N6, 


K-R6 (else the pawn will be stopped b> 
the white king); 7. P-N7, P-N7, 8. K-B2!, 
K-R2 and white queens with check, win- 
ning the game. (Diagram 4) 


Note that the centralization of the 


white king is the key to his win.

With an excenhre number of gold coins 


surfacing, • question tris«: Has the Se- 
cret Sen-ice the right to confiscate thews 
coins without iome form of remuneration 
to the original owner? The answer can 
bo found in Section 492 of Title 18 of the 
United States Code. 


"Seizure and forfeiture Is not taking 


property without due process of law with- 
in the meaning of the Fifth Amendment 
to the Constitution since such coins were 
neither property nor the subject of prop- 
erty, but were products of felonious acts 
outside the law." Page 295 Encyclopedia 
of U. S. Coins. 


Nothing in this section authorizes the 


secretary of the Treasury to return to a 
person from whom 8 coin was taken ci- 
ther the counterfeit or the value of the 
bullion K contained. 


THE TREASURY Dcpt., through its 


enforcement arm, the Secret Service, 
has the authority to determine when a ' 
coin Is counterfeit; when unlawfully In 
the possession of a party from whom tak- 
en; and to forfeit it, and after forfeiture, 
to direct In what manner It should bo 
disposed of with no Judicial con- 
demnation being necessary. 


As a bureau of the Treasury Dept., the 


Secret Service Is the oldest law-enforce- 
ment agency in the federal government, 
with headquarters in Washington D.C. 
and field offices throughout the United 
States. It was established In 1885 for the 
express purpose of checking widespread 
counterfeit and alteration of the nation's 
currency. 


The duties of the Secret Service aro 


prescribed by the U. S. Code, Title 18, 
Section 3056. In addition to providing pro- 
tection for the president, president-elect, 
vice president, the vice president elect, 
their families and related responsi- 
bilities, it functions are: 


The detection and arrest of persons en- 


gaged In counterfeiting, forger;' or alter- 
ation of currency, checks, bonds and 
other obligations of the U. S. and foreign 
governments, Including violations con- 
cerning the manufacturing, sale and use 
of tokens, slugs, paper or other things 
similar in size and shape to any of the 
lawful coins or other currency of tho 
United States. 


AN AUTHORIZED coin of the United 


States is an obligation of tho United 
States, and any unauthorized reproduc- 
tion as defined in the U. S. Code, as con-

sldered unlawful and subject to penal- 
itles described In violations by classifl- 
elation. 


Reading Sections from Tlt'e 18 of the 


U. S. Code will familiarize readers with 
the requirements of the code, thereby 
avoiding direct or indirect involvements 
In an Illegal act pertaining to the coinage 
of the United States. 


A statement by the director of the Se- 


cret Service to the effect that an in- 
formed public is a strong foe of the 
counterfeiter is backed by constant pub- 
lic relations efforts to educate the public 
on the detection of counterfeit money and 
steps to be taken when a piece of ques- 
tionable currency is found In circulation. 


• Do not return the questionable coin 


or bill to the passer. Unless it is detected 
at tho time of exchange at a bank or 
cashier's window. 


• Delay the passer. Use any reason- 


able excuse to delay the passer until help 
can be summoned, such as a store man- 
ager or person of authority to whom you 
can relate the situation without causing 
the passer to notice. Note his physical 
appearance, license plaf es, etc. 


• Telephone the nearest police head- 


quarters. Explain the conditions under 
which you received the counterfeit, give 
a description of the passer, his car or 
any other identifying qualities. 


• Mark paper currency. Write your 


name or initials and the date — In Ink — 
on the face of paper currency believed to 
bo other than genuine. Ask the respond- 
ing officer for his identification (this is 
not considered offensive to a police offi- 
cer). Ask for a receipt before surrender- 
Ing the counterfeit, but under no circum- 
stance surrender it to anyone other than 
a recognized police officer or bona-fldc 
representative of the Secret Service.

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Unitarian leader scores a victory for candor 


Ever ilnce (he Presbyterian minister-soldier John Wlthcrs- 


poon signed the Declaration o( Independence, Congress bu 
bad »nj8 dergy members. 


But now, probably (or the first time In American history, 


the ranking officer of an entire denomination has been elected 
to the U. S. House of Representatives. 


Joseph Fisher, who won election In northern Virginia's 10th 


District, U moderator of the tiO.OOO-member Unitarian-Unl- 
venalist Assn., whose 1,200 branches extend across North 
America. 


Fisher accomplished what many political observers de- 


scribed as the most stunning upset of the 1074 election. He 
defeated (he lUerra incumbent, Republican Joel T. Broyhlll, 
dean of the state's congressional delegation. 


Among a number of reasons for this upset is the fact that 


Broyhlll took a position far more typical of most eccleslstlcal 
leaden. He refused to discuss the issues In public with his 
opponent present, just as he had refused to do so with his 11 
previous opponents. 


SUCH REFUSAL to allow the voters the inimitable opportu- 


nity of comparing candidates during a face-to-face discussion 
no longer Is permitted In the United Presbyterian Church. 
For five years ago, upon motion of a student delegate from 
the University of Oregon, the Presbyterian General Assembly 
adopted a new procedure. All candidates for moderator are 
required to appear together on the platform to give brief 
statements of their positions and to answer questions from 
the floor. 


After one hour of seeing how each candidate deals with 


each question, the General Assembly, having been provided 
with a sometimes devastating scrutiny of the candidates, is 
much better Informed than by either autobiographical bro- 
chures or word of mouth. 


At least one heavy Presbyterian favorite has been upset by 


this careful examination. Yet in the S-mlUlon-member Luther- 
an Church in America, the incumbent president, the Rev. 
Robert Marshall, loftily refused an invitation to discuss the 
issues prior to his reelection last summer.

He was Invited to do so by the first man In the history of 


the denomination who has ever dared to campaign openly for 
the presidency, the Rev. Wallace Fisher of Lancaster, Pa. 


REV. FISHER FACED an uphill fight, during which one of 


his fellow pastors warned, "They'll crucify you!" 


Marshall had completed one four-year term — with two 


Immediate presidential predecessors whose tenures amounted 
to 24 and 26 years, respectively. 


When candidate Fisher asked for an opportunity to address 


the preconvcntion Synod meetings across the nation, he re- 
ceived no Invitations. Marshall, as the denominations'! in- 
cumbent president, needed no such means to become known 
to the voters. 


REV. FISHER'S supporters then requested the list of con- 


vention delegates from denominational headquarters In Man- 
hattan. But they were informed by the denomination's in- 
cumbent secretary, the Rev. George Barkens, that the execu- 
tive council (over which incumbent candidate Marshall pre- 
sides) had decided against providing any voters' list to any 
group. 


Yet the fruit of this eccleslo-political high-handedness was 


at least a momentary embarrassment to Incumbent Marshall. 
For Instead of the usual acclamation of election on the first 
ballot, the Incumbent president failed to attract a majority 
vote — due to 168 votes for the rebellious Rev. Fisher. 


And while Marshall eventually won, the convention ordered 


a study of open election procedures. 


Jesuit's 'vision' may upset many devotees 


MalacM Martin b a religious optimist 


athcart. 


But the former Jesuit's vision of tho 


future Is not ono to put at case people 
committed to tho present forms of organ- 
ized religion. 


To fashion a way of explaining what he 


believes is happening spiritually in tho 
world, Martin devised the metaphor of 
the castle. The castle is a way of speak- 
ing of the Ideal, of "a vision in which all 
the material conditions of human living 
were invested by 'spirit' and thus per- 
fected humanly." 


Martin rays there have been half a 


dozen times in history when the "castle 
vision" appeared and humanity tried to 
shape the vision into tho ideal state. 


THESE VISIONS, he says, came at 


such places as Mecca, with tho rise of 
Iflam, in Jerusalem, with tho vision of 
Abraham, and perhaps most strangely, 
in Peru, Ind., where Martin sees a kind 
of "linear spirit" that speaks for the 
American version of the Ideal state. 


For Martin, all these visions of tho 


sprllt of transcendence foiled when 
people tried to make them concrete, as 
for example in the extension of tho Is- 
lamic empire. 


In one sense, the fomcr adviser (o 


Pope John XXIII says in his book, '"Hie 
New Castle," these visions failed be- 
cause they became wrapped up in ex- 
clusionary religions. 


NOW, HOWEVER, and this Is when 


Martin's optimism shines forth, there is 
a now castle vision, one that already has 
appeared to millions of people. 


This vision, he says, is appearing "not 


in Images and not with concepts . . . 
directly to peoples inner selves." 


And ho sees the present dislocations of 


society — such things as the Watergate 
affair — as a sign of tho new vision. 


Martin, who still describes himself as a 


Roman Catholic even though he has left 
the Jesuits, says he cannot put tho new 
vision into precise language, but in a 
wide-ranging interview did say "there Is 
a new thing abroad among ordinary 
people, most who are not real church 
people. 


"The church no longer embodies their 


Ideals," he rays, adding that he sees In 
people "a new fellowship, a new com- 
monality." 


AMERICA IS THE only place where 


the now vision has a chance to arise but 
It will not be Just an American vision, 
be says. 


"Tho thrust of the American ex- 


periment," be added, "was to create an 
environment that didn't Interfere with 
you. That is what b at issue now."

believes is even now infecting people's

tween the esophagus and the entrance Into the stomach. I 
hive hid in emergency situation where It was necessary to 
be admitted to a hosplul and have the iteak that hid lodged 
In (hi* aret removed. Twice since then I hive bid rubber 
tubes Inserted to stretch this entrance to the stomach. This 
tin been particularly successful. 


There are times when phlegm appears In Ihls pasMge to a 


point where It It Impotilble to take food at that time, I have 
been told that I do not have • hernia In thli puiage, nor did 
the X rays ibow one. 


There ire times when a iwallow of water or any liquid 


ciuie* such pain and total obstruction of the esophagus that I 
feel that I hive taken my list breath. Food with moisture, 
like milk on cereal or gravy, cannot be eaten is this type of 
food causes the trouble as stited above. 


You have an esophageal stricture. Usually this Is the result 


of many years of Intermittent Irritation of the lower eso- 
phagus. The acid material in the stomach leaks back into the 
lower stomach and causes the irritation. Doctors call this 
esophageal reflux. 


Normally the lower esophagus is protected by a valve or 


sphincter mechanism that closes the passage between the 
esophagus end -he stomach. When It doesn't work right, the 
leik occurs. Often this is associated with a hlatal hernis, but 
It can occur without a hernia. 


Through the years the Irritation causes scar formation. The 


contracted scarred area produces the obstruction. The small 
opening may not allow the passage of solid food. That is why 
the steak lodged In the opening. 


THE USE of dilators to stretch the opening is good treat- 


ment and is often successful. The pain you describe is spasm • 
of the muscles In your esophagus. It can be quite severe, bad 
enough to bring tears to the eyes of a strong man. 


Even though you don't have a hlatal hernia, you should 


follow the same routine. You need to prevent the leaking of 
acid material into the lower esophagus that causes the condi- 
tion to progress. 


Just think of It as if your stomach were an open bottle and 


you don't want It to spill into your esophagus. You will need 
to limit the size of your meals, ovoid lying flat, and don't 
have a tight belt or any construction around your waist. 


You will need to keep your stomach add neutralized, too. 


Small amounts of antacids every hour during the day, or at 
least every two hours, will be helpful. You may also need 
some at night. You should really do as much as you can to 
limit the problems of the reflux to ovoid further scarring and 
obstruction.

Link found between beer and cancer 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Two scien- 


tists say they have found a statistical 
relationship between beer drinking and 
cancer — but warned that does not nec- 
essarily mean beer causes the disease. 


Statistics from 51 states and 24 foreipn 


countries show that regions with the 
highest per capita beer consumption gen- 
erally also have high rates of rectal and 
intestinal cancer, the two researchers 
said. 


The findings by Dr. James E. Enstrom 


of the UCLA School of Public Health and 
Dr. Norman E. Breslow of the University 
of Washington were published in the 
Journal of the National Cancer Institute. 


ENSTROM SAID the researchers look- 


ed for a relationship between cancer and 
consumption of beer, wine, liquor and 
dgarets. 


They found no correlation between any 


cancer and wine drinking, he said, but 
the statistics used were for 1960, when 
there were not many wine drinkers in 
the United States. They found a relation- 
ship between hard liquor consumption 
and cancer of the esophagus in men, 
Enstrom said, but found many more sta- 
tistical relationships involving beer. 


Checked against 20 varieties of cancer 


for men and 19 for women, states where 
more beer is drunk had higher than av- 
erage Incidences of cancer of the large 
intestine, stomach, rectum and kidneys

Hamburger-french fry syndrome breeds acne: prof 


MUNCIE, IND. (UPI) — Hamburgers, French fries and 


soft drinks may be a major factor in the serious acne out- 
break among residents of Indiana's Munde-Anderson area, a 
Ball State University professor says. 


Dr. Richard Bogg, a medical sociology professor, has been 


studying acne vulgaris for two years. He already has studied 
the complexions of youth in Ireland for comparison with those 
in the Muncie-Anderson area. 


"The people I studied in some of the rural areas of Ireland 


had little acne and virtually no visible scar tissue," Bogg 
said. "People in the Muncie-Aoderson area have more serious 
acne than any place I have ever visited." 


ONE OF ins Initial finding; is that Irish youngsters don't 


snack like Americans or throng to hamburger stands. Bogg 


mmesssm, 


took 120 color portraits of Irish youth In parks last summer as 
part of his study and Is comparing them to similar shots 
taken in parks in Muncie and Anderson. 


"What is surprising about Irish youth is the uniform high 


quality of complexions in Ireland — not just the absence of 
acne lesions," Bogg said. "It suggests that a very healthful 
lifestyle contributes to one's general appearance and also is 
the first defense against acne." 


Bogg bemoaned his belief that American young people 


"would rather keep the acne than improve their eating 
habits." 


But he feels dietary habits are Just one factor. He lists 


social stress, lack of exercise and climate or weather aa 
contributing to the acne problem.

In the states with the lowest beer con-, 


sumption — South Carolina, Alabama 
and Arkansas — the average resident 
drank about 26 quarts a year. The death 
rate from rectal cancer in those states is 
about three per 100,000 persons. 


Rhode Island and New York, where 


per capita beer consumption is more 
than three times as much — about 80 


quarts a year — have the highest rectal 
cancer mortality rates in the nation, 
about 10 per 100,000, or more than three. 
times the death rate in the three South- 
ern states. 


THE SAME GENERAL', pattern ap- 


peared in statistics from the 24 foreign 
countries surveyed, they said. 


Wisconsin has the highest per capita 


beer consumption, an average 100 quarts 
a year, and ranked just behind New 
York and Rhode Island in deaths from 


rectal cancer, about nine per 100,000. 


California, with an average of 59 


quarts, had seven deaths per 100,000. 


A weakness of the study, the authors 


noted, was that it is based on statewide 
averages, not directly on beer drinkers. 


But, they said, a study in New York 


showed that 35 per cent of men with rec- 
tal cancer and 31 per cent with intestinal 
cancer were beer drinkers, compared 
with 19 per cent beer drinkers in a con- 
trol group.

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Selling of the Christmas season begins 


A Herald Start report 


The Christmas crush begins today. 


Traditionally the best - if not the top - 
wiling day of the year, the day after 
Thanksgiving marks the unofficial start 
of holiday sales at stores in the North- 
west suburbs and throughout tho U.S. 


"I have the feeling that generally con* 


sumers are ready for Christmas like they 
haven't been for tho past several years," 
said Hugh Muncy, president of the Illi- 
nois Retail Mechants Assn. "They're 
looking for something to believe In." The 
holiday season will provide a welcome 
change from the frustration and con- 
fusion caused by worries about inflation, 
recession and Watergate, Muncy said. 


Consumrs are "shopping more care- 


fully, looking for bargains," he contin- 
ued. Total retail sales will equal 1973 


Christmas season sales, he said. Muncy 
said the actual volume of sales may dip, 
if the Impact of inflation Is taken into 
account. This is seconded by a recent 
U S. Dept. of Commerce survey that In- 
dicates U.S. retail sales increased a few 
percentage points above 1973 sales, yet 
the figures did not keep pace with the 
rate of Inflation. 


ALTHOUGH HETAILER forecasts of 


holiday sales are mixed, there are In- 
dications that some shoppers started 
scouting for Christmas gifts early this 
year. "Christmas business so far Is su- 
per," reports Jay Persin of Persm and 
Bobbin Jewelers in Arlington Heights. 
Holiday shoppers, prompted by early 
Christmas advertising, are buying early. 


"The shopping season has started, but 


not with a bang," said Tillie Menshlng, 


manager of the Lorraine-Anne women's 
dress shop in Arlington Heights. Lounge- 
wear and sportswear will be the biggest 
holiday sellers, she said. 


"Everyone here is quite bullish about 


the way things are going," said Harold 
Carlson, manager of the Randhurst Shop- 
ping Center In Mount Prospect. Today 
should be "our biggest people day," he 
said. "I'm never sure if it's our biggest 
dollar volume day." Strong November 
sales indicate good holiday traffic, he 
said, "and when shoppers find a bargain 
they're mailing a purchase." 


BARGAIN HUNTERS will be looking 


for less expensive items this year in an 
effort to cope with rising costs, predicts 
Paul Trom, manager of the Treasury 
Store in Rolling Meadows^ He views the 
trend as a booster for'sales. "Maybe 
people who would normally shop at a 


more expensive store will come Into our 
store," he said. "I would not expect 
people to buy less, but I do expect they 
will try to buy it less expensively." Sales 
of pocket calculators, jewelry, battery- 
operated toys, men's sport coats and 
women's sweaters and slacks are good, 
he said. 


Men's leisure suits, women's long- 


sleeved shirts and coordinated outfits are 
among the Items that should sell well 
during the season, predicts Sam Basofln, 
vice president and general merchandise 
. m a n a g e r at Crawford's department' 
store in Rolling Meadows. "We're plan- 
ning fur a good Christmas," Basofln 
said. "Economic conditions affect day-to- 
day spending, but people still spend on 
Christmas."^Shoppers may buy fewer 
gifts or less'expensive gifts to stretch* 
their dollars further, he said. 


Man's body 
found near 
Wheeling 


Tho body of an unidentified man was 


found Thursday morning by a man walk- 
ing his dog along Portwine Road in the 
Potawotami Woods Forest Preserve near 
Wheeling. 


Sheriff's Investigators worked Thurs- 


day afternoon to determine the circum- 
stances surrounding the death. 


The badly decomposed body was found 


shortly before 9 a.m. in a wooded area 
about 100 feet off Portwine Road and 
about one block north of Dundee Road. 


S«t Ray Voelker of the Sheriff's police 


said the body was found about 100 feet 
Irom the road In the Potawotami Woods. 
H« Indicated there was no immediate 
identification of the body available and 
that It would be difficult to determine the 
cause of death. 


OBSERVERS SAID THE body was 


partially buried and that only the shoul- 
ders and head were above ground. 


Police found a boot and several other 


articles of clothing near the body. A 
spokesman for the county morgue also 
said that a set of upper teeth were found 
by police. 


Identification also will be hampered by 


tho fact that parts of the body had been 
eaten by animals, police sold. 


Sheriff's investigator Warren Shwartz 


has been assigned to Investigate the in- 
cident. Crime lab technicians were going 
over the scene searching for possible 
clues Thursday afternoon. 


Wheeling Police and Sheriff's in- 


vestigators sold they had no reason to 
believe the body was that of any local 
resident. 


Shooting victim 'stable5; 
police still seek gunman 


A Wheeling woman shot near Jack 


London High School on W. Dundee Road 
Wednesday, was reported In satisfac- 
tory condition Thursday at Holy Family 
Hospital. 


A hospital spokesman said the vital 


signs of the victim, Leila Edgerton, 758 
Lake View Dr.. were "stable". She has 
been scheduled for surgery on Monday 
afternoon, to remove a pellet or bullet 
fragment which lodged In her head, the 
spokesman added. 


Meanwhile, Wheeling police sold they 


were still Investigating the case Thurs- 
day. They refused to release any further 
Information concerning the shooting. 


The pellet or bullet fragment which 


struck Mrs. Edgerton shattered the win- 
dow of the car in which she was a pas- 


senger as It traveled down Dundee Road. 


POLICE REFUSED to confirm a re- 


port that they have found the pistol that 
may have been involved in the shootlng.- 


Another woman, Barbara Petykowsld, 


298 N. Ashland Ave., Palatine, was 
slightly injured during the shooting, but 
did not require medical attention. 


Police said Mrs. Petykowski was shot 


as she reached for her child's hand while 
they were walking in the area of the 
Sears Catalog Outlet store, 835 W. Duo- 
dee Rd. She told police she beard five 
shots before she was hit. 


Police said neither woman saw the 


gunman. According to one source, how- 
ever, police are seeking an 18-year-old 
suspect for questioning.

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Road project coming through 
Homeowner awaits the bulldozer

Wheeling resident Walter Schnock has 


been hearing rumors for years about a 
Lake-Cook Road project that Mould elim- 
inate his home. Thinking that he lived 
far enough away from tho road. Schncck 
paid no heed. "We weren't on the county 
line (Lake-Cook Road), so I didn't wor- 
ry," ho said. 


The talk Is no longer rumor because 


the Cook County Highway Dcpt. has 
planned the project, routing the roadway 
from Highland Park, through Wheeling 
and Buffalo Grove, and on to Barrlngton. 


This time Schncck's property Is affect- 


ed because It lies between Mcllcnry and 
Buffalo Crovo roads, right where the 
road Is to be expanded and extended. 


"We dfaliko losing our home, but In 


reality that's Impossible," Schncck said. 
"You can't stop a road from coming 
throuRli. So the second best thing would 
be to keep the house until the last min- 
ute." 


THE COUNTY HAS already made an 


offer to buy tho property, but Schncck ' 
says he wants to keep tho house until ho 
retires In 1978. 


Tho reason Is not so much sentiment 


as It Is practicality: Schncck does not 
want to move unnecessarily because of 
the high mortgage and moving rates. He 
wants to lave for a possible major move 
when ho retires. 


jchneck, who has lived in the house for 


more than 25 years, contends that road 
construction Invariably gets delayed. "If 
they take our home now, tho house can 
sit hero for two or three years," ho onld. 
"I think they're too quick to want to grab 
it." 


Tho county, however, has something 


oiso In mind. Officials say that construc- 
tion In tho Wheeling and Buffalo Grove 
area will start around August next year. 
Completion of that road segment will 
probably bo finished In 14 years, offi- 
cials said. 


CURRENTLY THE project Is centered 


between Waukcgan and Skoklo and con- 
struction will shift westward, officials 
said. 


Schncck came to the Northwest area 


from Chicago in 1W8 and built the house

himself. Using his carpentry skills, ho 
constructed the homo with the best mate- 
rials he could afford and installed other 
extras such as an oversized furnace and 
good well system. 


Schncck said he has heard of tho Lake- 


Cook Road project for many years. Be- • 
cause of tho constant changing of plans, 
Schncck said ho became less concerned 
as time passed. 


"WE BUILT THIS home with the in- 


tention of staying," he said. He, his wife 
and two children live there. "My wife's 
parents go to St. Mary's Church, just up 
tho road," he said. "We go there, too." 


"Right now I wouldn't know where to 


go If I had to move," he said. "It would 
have to be in the community because of 
my job. 


"I didn't say that I won't move ... I 


will," he said. "But I hope they (high- 
way officials) look at it with a more rea- 
listic attitude. I just want them to leave 
me alone until they know for sure when 
the project is coming through." 


Schncck has just sent a letter to the 


highway deportment, asking them to dis- 
cuss the problem further. "There's noth- 
ing to do right now, except to wait," ho 
said. 


Panel urges hitting MSD move 
Palatine weighs court fight 
for inclusion in tunnel plan 


Palatine officials are preparing for a 


court battle to block tho Metropolitan 
Sanitary District's plans to exclude the 
village from a massive tunnel and reser- 
voir plan. 


Tho flood committee decided Tuesday 


to recommend tho village tako whatever 
steps necessary to force tho MSD to put 
Palatine back into the tunnel and reser- 
voir plan. If Palatine Is excluded, village 
taxpayers likely would pay much of the 
cost of a separate project. 
• 


"They can't exclude us from tho deep 


tunnel and still say we arc part of tho 
MSD. They must treat us fairly," said 
Trustee Robert J. Guss Jr., committee 
chairman. 


Tho tunnel and reservoir system Is de- 


signed to solve flooding and water pollu- 
tion problems by building reservoirs and 
digging deep tunnels. MSD officials voted 
In October to exclude Palatine from tho 
deep tunnel plan because it was not the 
most cost effective solution to the vil- 
lage's flooding and water pollution, prob- 
lems. 


MSD OFFICIALS have suggested that 


Palatine solve Its problems by separa- 
ting nearly 1,000 acres of combined sew- 
ers in tho older sections of tho village. 
The cost of separating tho sewers Is esti- 
mated by MSD officials at between $11.1 
million and $12.7 million but Palatine of- 


ficials say it could run anywhere from 
$20 million to $100 million. 


Palatine officials feel the MSD has a 


responsibility to solve the village's prob- 
lems sinco it Is solving the problems of 
neighboring Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and DCS Plalncs. 


The only cost village officials arc will- 


Ing to pay is for providing hydraulic re- 
lief r/ tho existing combined sowers to 
hook In with tho proposed deep tunnel. 


WALTER HOOEL of Consocr and 


Townscnd and Associates, village engi- 
neering consultants, has estimated tho 
cost of tho hydraulic relief of tho existing 
system at $9.7 million. Hodel said state 
or federal funds might bo available to 
pay partially for this expense. 


GUM has suggested the village tako 


Model's report to tho MSD board and de- 
mand tho MSD pay any costs In excess 
of $9.7 million to solve Palatine's prob- 
lems on the basis of equity. Any court 
action over tho matter would be based on 
the inequity of excluding Palatine from 
the deep tunnel system but continuing to 
charge the village MSD taxes. 


Village Mgr. Anton H. Harwlg also has 


suggested the village could use its politi- 
cal power to object to any reversal of tho 
Environmental Protection Agency's re- 
quirement of a users-charge fee Instead 
of real estate tax. If the users-charge fee 


system is maintained as a requirement 
for a federal grant the MSD would be 
forced to install separate meters on sani- 
tary sewer lines from every homo In the 
Histrlct. 


IF MSD officials continue to maintain 


separation of Palatine's combined sewer 
system Is tho most cost effective method 
to handle the village's water and sewer 
problems, the village will ask the district 
to pay for all costs in excess of the $9.7 
million. The village will also ask MSD to 
pay for. the maintenance of a separate 
sewer system. 


The flood committee will make its rec- 


ommendations to tho village board on 
Monday whcro a path of action will be 
developed .to attempt to get Palatine 
back in .(lie deep tunnel system. 


Trustee Bryan P. Coughlin Jr. has sug- 


gested that regardless of tho MSD deci- 
sion steps should be taken by the village 
to make property owners in the central 
business district pay their share of any 
improvements of the sewer system as 
part of the redevelopment. 


The central business district covers ap- 


proximately one-third of tho area now 
served by combined sewers. The irregu- 
larly shaped area is bounded roughly by 
Northwest Highway on the north, Gilbert 
Street on the south, Cedar Street on tho 
west and Rohlwing Road on the cast.

Offbeat courses—a learning turn on

Leaky faucets, guitars, sculpting, elec- 


tronics and play productions are all be- 
coming port of the regular school day at 
several Junior high schools in the North- 
west suburbs. 


The 
schools aro offering "mini 


courses," unusual or offbeat not-for-cred- 
it clones geared to student Interests. 
The same classes arc offered in two 
school districts, but on a credit basis, as 
part of the regular school day, graded 
the same as traditional courses, and ore 
turning kids on to tearing. 


"It works weU with our philosophy to 


expose students to i lot of ideas," said 
Donald Stipe, principal of Palatine Hills 
Junior High School. "With short courses 
you can do that" 


PALATINE HILLS, like other schools 


in Palatine»Rolling Meadows Dist 15, of- 
fers about IS courses each year besides 
math. EngUsS, history and science. 


Student* can choose two 40-mtnutc 


classes every 10 weeks, ranging from 
guitar and homo handyman to co-ed shop 


At Thomas Junior High School, Arling- 


ton Heights, students can sign up for a 
special eight-week course five times a 
year. Teachers at the school say grading 
has not taken away any of the fun but 
has Improved the courses. . 


"We wanted.to give the classes more 


meaning," said Ruth Rowe, home eco- 
nomics teacher at the Arlington Heights 
Dist. 25 school "Before, the doss met • 
only once a week which wasn't enough 
time. It was just fun and games, a place 
to go." 


"By Inserting it in the dally schedule, 


the students are more receptive," Mrs. 
Ro«e said. 


BESIDES EXPOSING students to a 


variety of ideas and skills, the mini- 
courses also benefit the traditional 
courses, teachers say. 


The classes allow the students mobility 


and a chance to let off steam, Stipe said. 
"It brightens up their day and gives 
them something to look forward to," be 
said. "You can't expect kids to sit still 
all day." 


While critics of the mini-courses say 


the quick courses are not long enough to 
teach anything, school officials say they 
do not have to. 


"The students are just exposed to bas- 


ics in class, but you should see what they 
bring back to school. Things they've done 
at home on their own," said Stipe. The 
principal pointed to case after case of 
needlework and handmade items dis- 
played throughout the school. 


"THE TEACHERS turn the kids on 


and give them just enough basics to go 
home and do it themselves," Stipe said. 


The courses also have other advan- 


tages, teachers say. Students can find 
out early what they like and dislike, 
rather than finding out too late the ca- 
reer they have chosen does not appeal to 
them. 


Stipe said it is difficult to gauge the 


success of Incorporating unusual and dif- 
ferent types of classes into the school 
day because the idea is so new. But he 
said early studies have shown the idea to 
have very positive effects on youngsters. 


"The kids have a better self-image, 


and more confidence in themselves."

The Elk Grove-Schaumburg Townships 


Mental Health Center is seeking $23,000 
in state funds to enable the dinic to offer 
a day-treatment program for emotionally 
disturbed adults beginning Jan. 1. 


The mental health center board of di- 


rectors last week approved application 
for a grant from the Illinois Dept of 
Mental Health to cover tire majority of 
expenses for the first year of the pro- 
gram. An additional $12,000 win be re- 
quested from the two townships and oth- 
er local agencies. 


Jordan Rosen, executive director of the 


mental health center, said the proposed 
program is iirended to provide more in- 
tensive counseling than is offered by the 
clinic to help adults with emotional prob- 
lems avoid hospitalization. 


VOCATIONAL REHABILITATION and 


other services also will be included in the 
program for patients leaving hospitals to 
aid them in making a smooth transition 
back into their families and commu- 
nities. 


The program proposal calls for a full- 


time staff consisting of a director, psy- 
chiatric nurse, activity therapist and 
vocational therapist to work with 
patients a minimum of five sessions per 
week, five hours per session. At least 
one-fourth of the treatment hours will be 
scheduled in the evening to accommodate 
patients unable to participate during the 
day. A psychiatrist also will be employed 
on a part-time basis for consultation and 
medical review. 


Exactly what kinds of treatment and 


services that will be offered in the pro- 
gram will depend on the needs of the 
patients, Rosen said. 


The program will not be conducted in 


the center's main offices at 700 
Biesterfield Rd., Elk Grove Village. 
Rosen said he is researching other pos- 
sible locations such as a local church 
where rooms for group therapy and 
vocational rehabilitation activities would 
be available as well as a kitchen to allow 
patients to prepare meals. 


ROSEN ESTIMATED about 10 per 


cent of patients being treated at the cen- 
ter could benefit from the proposed pro- 
gram that will be open only to residents 
of Elk Grove and Schaumburg town- 
ships. Besides mental health center 
patients Rosen said he anticipated that 
the program's participants also could in- 
clude persons referred by area hospitals, 
physicians or other mental health 
agencies. 


The executive director said he Is opti- 


mistic the state grant to finance the pro- 
gram will be approved. 


For some time, the state has been

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Panel urges hitting MSP move 
Palatine weighs court fight 
for inclusion in tunnel plan 


Palatine officials are preparing for a 


court battle to block the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District's plans to exclude the 
village from a massive tunnel and reser- 
voir plan. 


The flood committee decided Tuesday 


to recommend the village take whatever 
steps necessary to force the MSD to put 
Palatine back Into the tunnel and reser- 
voir plan. If Palatine Is excluded, village 
taxpayers likely would pay much of the 
cost of a separate project. 


"They can't exclude us from the deep 


tunnel and still say we are part of the 
MSD. They must treat us fairly," said 
Trustee Robert J. Cuss Jr., committee 
chairman. 


The tunnel and reservoir system Is de- 


signed to solve flooding and water pollu- 
tion problems by building reservoirs and 
digging deep tunnels. MSD officials voted 
In October to exclude Palatine from the 
deep tunnel plan because it was not the 
most cost effective solution to the vil- 
lage's flooding and water pollution prob- 
lems.

Traditionally the best — If not (ho top — 
selling day of the year, the day after 
Thanksgiving marks the unofficial start 
nf holiday sales at stores in the North- 
west suburbs and throughout the U.S. 


"I have the feeling that generally con- 


sumers are ready for Christmas like they 
haven't been for the past several years," 
said Hugh Muncy, president of the Illi- 
nois Retail Mediants Assn. "They're 
looking for something to believe in." The 
lioliduy season will provide a welcome 
change from the frustration and con- 
fusion caused by worries about Inflation, 
recession and Watergate, Muncy said. 


Consumrs are "shopping more care- 


fully, looking for bargains," ho contin- 
ued. Total retail sales will equal 1073 


Christmas season sales, he said. Muncy 
said the actual volume of sales may dip, 
if the impact of inflation Is taken into 
account. This Is seconded by a recent 
V S. Dept. of Commerce survey that in- 
dicates U.S. retail sales increased a few 
percentage points above 1973 sales, yet 
the figures did not keep pace with the 
rate of inflation. 


ALTHOUGH RETAILER forecasts of 


holiday sales are mixed, there are in- 
dications that some shoppers started 
scouting for Christmas gifts early tills 
•year. "Christmas business so far Is su- 
per," reports Jay Persin of Persin and 
Robbin Jewelers in Arlington Heights. 
Holiday shoppers, prompted by early 
Christmas advertising, ore buying early. 


"The shopping season has started, but 


not with a bang," said TUlle Menshlng, 


manager of the Lorraine-Anne women's 
dress shop In Arlington Heights. Lounge- 
wear and sportswear will be the biggest 
holiday sellers, she said.

"Everyone here is quite bullish about 


the way things are going," said Harold 
Carlson, manager of the Rondhurst Shop- 
ping Center in Mount Prospect. Today 
should be "our biggest people day," he 
said.

store," he said. "I would not expect 
people to buy less, but I do expect they 
will try to buy it less expensively."

Jordan Rosen, executive director of the 


mental health center, said the proposed 
program is Intended to provide more'in- 
tensive counseling than Is offered by the 
clinic to help adults with emotional prob- 
lems avoid hospitalizatlon. 


VOCATIONAL REHABILITATION and 


other services also will be Included to the 
program for patients leaving hospitals to 
old them In making a smooth transition

back into their families and commu- 
nities. 


The program proposal calls for a full- 


time staff consisting of a director, psy- 
chiatric nurse, activity therapist and 
v o c a t i o n a l therapist to work with 
patients a minimum of five sessions per 
week, five hours per session. At least 
onu-fourth of the treatment hours will be 
scheduled to the evening to accommodate 
patients unable to participate during the- 
day. A psychiatrist also will be employed 
on a part-time basis for consultation and 
medical review. 


Exactly what kinds of treatment and 


services that will be offered to the pro- 
gram will depend on the needs of the 
patients, Rosen said. 


The program will not be conducted to 


the center's main offices at 700

Court fight 
weighed over 
tunnel plan 


Palatine officials are preparing for a 


court battle to block the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District's plans to exclude the 
village from a massive tunnel and reser- 
voir plan. 


The flood committee decided Tuesday 


to recommend the village take whatever 
stops necessary to force the MSD to put 
Palatine back Into the tunnel and reser- 
voir plan. If Palatine is excluded, village 
taxpayer! likely would pay much of the 
cost of a separate project. 


"They can't exclude us from the deep 


tunnel lod still say we are part of the 
MSD. They must treat us fairly," said 
Trustee Robert J. Cuss Jr., committee 
chairman. 


The tunnel and reservoir system is de- 


signed to solve flooding and water pollu- 
tton problems by building reservoirs and 
digging deep tunnels. MSD officials voted 
In October to exclude Palatine from the 
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deep tunnel plan because It was not the 
most cost effective solution to the vil- 
lage's flooding and water pollution prob- 
lems. 


MSD OFFICIALS have suggested that 


Palatine solve its problems by. separa- 
ting nearly 1,000 acres of combined sew- 
ers in the older sections of the village.. 
The cost of separating the sewers Is esti- 
mated by MSD officials at between $11.1 
million and $12.7 million but Palatine of- 
ficials say It'could run anywhere from 
$20 million to $100 million. 


Palatine officials feel the MSD has a 


responsibility to solve the village's prob- 
lems since it Is solving the problems ol 
neighboring Arlington Heights," Mount 
Prospect and Des Plaines. 


The only cost village officials are will- 


ing to pay is for providing hydraulic re- 
lief of the existing combined sewers to 
hook In with the proposed deep tunnel. 


WALTER MODEL of Consoer and 


Townsend and Associates, village engi- 
neering consultants, has estimated the 
cost of the hydraulic relief of the existing 
system at $9.7 million. Hodel said state 
or federal funds might be available to 
pay partially for this expense. 


Guss has suggested the village take 


Hodel's report to the. MSD board and de- 
mand the MSD pay.any costs in excess 
of $9.7 million to solve Palatine's prob- 
lems on the basis of equity. Any court., 
action over the matter would be based on 
the inequity of excluding Palatine from 
the deep tunnel system but continuing to 
charge the village MSD taxes.'

Selling of the Christmas season begins

The Christmas crush begins today. 


Traditionally the best — If not the top — 
selling day of the year, the day after 
Thanksgiving marks the unofficial start 
nf holiday sales at stores in the North- 
nest suburbs and throughout the U.S. 


"I have the feeling that generally con- 


sumers are ready for Christmas like they 
haven't been for the past several years," 
snld Hugh Muncy, president of the Illi- 
nois Retail Mechants Assn. "They're 
looking for something to believe In." The 
holiday season will provide a welcome 
change from the. frustration and con- 
fusion caused by worries about Inflation, 
recession and Watergate, Muncy said. 


Consumrs arc "shopping more care- 


fully, looking for bargains," he contin- 
ued. Total retail sales will equal 1973 


Christmas season sales, he said. Muncy 
said the actual volume of sales may dip, 
if the Impact of Inflation is taken into 
account. This Is seconded by a recent 
U.S. Dopt. of Commerce survey (bat In- 
dicates U.S. retail sales Increased a few 
percentage points above 1973 sales, yet 
the figures did not keep pace with the 
i ate of inflation.

holiday sales arc mixed, there are In- 
dications that some shoppers started, 
scouting for Christmas gifts early this 
year. "Christmas business so far Is su- • 
per," reports Jay Persln.of Persin and.

Holidey shoppers, prompted by early 
Chrlscmas advertising, are buying early. 


"Tnc shopping season has-started, but 


not with a bang," said Tillie Meiuhlng, 


manager of the Lorraine-Anne women's 
dress shop in Arlington Heights. Lounge- 
wear and sportswear will bo the biggest 
holiday-sellers, she said. 


"Everyone here Is quite bullish about 


the way things are going," said Harold 
Carlson, manager of the Randburst Shop- 
ping Center In Mount Prospect. Today 
should be "our biggest people day," he 
said. "I'm never sure If It's our biggest 
dollar volume day." Strong November 
wles indicate good holiday traffic, he 
said, "and when shoppers find a bargain 
they're making a purchase."

during the season, predicts Sam Basofin, 
vice president and general merchandise 
m a n a g e r at Crawford's department 
store In Rolling Meadows.

for a grant from the Illinois Dept of -• 
Mental Health to cover the majority of*" 
expenses for the first year of the pro-, 
gram. An additional $12,000 will be re- 
quested from the two townships and oth- 
er local agencies. 


Jordan Rosen, executive director of the 


mental health center, said the proposed 
program is Intended to provide more in- 
tensive counseling than is offered by the- 
clinic to help adults with emotional prob- 
lems avoid hospitalizatlon. 


VOCATIONAL REHABILITATION and 


other services also will be included in the 
program for patients leaving hospitals to 
aid them in making a smooth transition 
back into their families and commu- 
nities. 


The program proposal calls for a full- 


time staff consisting of a director, psy- 
chiatric nurse, activity therapist and 
v o c a t i o n a l therapist to work with 
patients a minimum of five sessions per 
week, five hours per session. At least 
one-fourth of the treatment hours will be 
scheduled in the evening to accommodate 
patients unable to participate during the • 
day. A psychiatrist also will be employed 
on a part-time basis for consultation and 
medical review. 


Exactly what kinds of treatment and 


services that will be offered in the pro- • 
gram will depend on the needs of the 
patients, Rosen said. 


The program will not be conducted in 


the center's main offices at 700 
Blesterfleld Rd., Elk Grove Village. 
Rosen said he is researching other pos- 
sible locations such as a local church 
where rooms for group therapy and 
vocational rehabilitation activities would 
be available as well as a kitchen to allow 
patients to prepare meals. 


ROSEN ESTIMATED about 10 per 


cent of patients being treated at the cen- 
ter could benefit from the proposed pro- 
gram that will be open only to residents 
of Elk Grove and Schaumburg town- 
ships.

But students also are learning that 


rights Include responsibilities. Each of 
the 12 rights listed in the policy is 
matched with a responsibility. 


Students weren't just handed these 


rights through an edict. Instead, the 
school board and administrators sought 
students' opinions. In response to this 
request, students at Lincoln Junior High 
School set up a committee to review the 
p o l i c y and moke suggestions and 
changes.

Sunday night to discuss ways to block 
annexation of their homes into the Ar- 
lington Heights Park District. 


The residents, who live In the Lynn- 


wood subdivision and along Wllke Road 
and N. Chicago Street, are not now part 
of any park district. Letters were dis- 
tributed door-to-door on Thanksgiving 
Day Informing residents of the Sunday 
meeting. 


Jerry Roedel, coordinator of the oppo- 


sition, will conduct the Sunday meeting 
at his home, 1511 N. Wllke Rd., at 7:30 
p.m. 


Roedel expects at least 50 persons at 


the meeting. About 20 residents from the 
area voiced their opposition at a park 
board meeting Monday night when the 
board was expected to approve the a> 
nexation. The board tabled action on the 
annexation until Dec. 10. 


ROKDEL BELIEVES the park district 


"U misinterpreting" a new state law 
which allows a park district to annex 
property It surrounds or state-owned 
kind. 


In th« letter to bis neighbors, Roedel 


wrote, "Only one block of this unincorpo- 
rated area meets all uther requirements 
for annexation. 


Roedel accused tho park district ftf 


"chicanery" in order to increase Us tax 
revenues, and a "Big Brother" attitude 
in Ignoring the wishes of the residents 
Involved. 


Roedel said he has contacted State 


Rep. Eugenia Chapman, D-Arlington 
Heights, to find out whether the park dis- 
trict Is properly malting use of the new 
statute. 


Mrs. Chapman said she will research 


tho question and give him a reply next 
week. 


"THE PARK DISTRICT'S attitude to- 


ward us Monday night was that wo were 
getting annexed and that there was noth- 
ing we could do about it. I don't think Uio 
state law was meant to force people Into 
the park district when they don't want 
lt,"Roedoltald. 


Unincorporated area residents have 


been paying nonresident fees to uso tho 
park district facilities, and are opposed 
to annexation because it will raise their 
taxes. Park district taxes are about $30 


to $40 a year. 


Roedel said the park district is Just in- 


terested "In the money they will receive 
in taxes from our areas once they pass 
the referendum next spring and raise the 
taxes." 


Although park officials say they are 


annexing parcels to round out the district 
boundaries, the financially troubled dis- 
trict also is interested In Increasing its 
assessed valuation. 


ROEDEL BELIEVES the residents 


have an advantage over other property 
owners who have attempted to block an 
a n n e x a t i o n into the park district 
recently. The 40-ncre Magnus Farm, east 
of Arlington Heights Road on Central 
Road, was recently annexed into the' 
park district despite legal protest from 
the property owner. 


"We as residents have more power be- 


cause we are each worth a vote to the 
park district in the spring referendum. If 
they force us Into the park district, we 
will all vote down the referendum in the 
spring to get back at these officials, 
Roedel said. A*referendum may beheld 
next year to ball out the park district 
from ;ts financial problems. 


"The loss of 150 votes or more could 


hurt them because the park district can't 
afford to lose what support It has right 
now," he said. 


Roedel suggested the district should 


"at least" conduct a public referendum 
In the unincorporated area so the resi- 
dents can vote on becoming part of the 
park district. 


Roedol believes the park district is at- 


tempting to "force elderly people and 
couples without young children to pay for 
park facilities they don't oven use," he 
said. 


THE PARK BOARD is grabbing for 


more land'because it knows it can't af- 
ford to support its own spending habits 
which exceed the funds they have," Roc- 
del said. 


Park district officials are planning to 


approve the annexation of 71 homes be- 
fore tho end of the year that are scat- 
tered throughout unincorporated areas 
bordering the park district. Roedel slid 
tho officials "can expect a delay in ap- 
proving the annexations, because we are 
going to fight this thing to the end."
